WEYLER PAILS IN PINAR DEL RIO. 


Sends Back 1,700 Sick Soldiers and 
Retires to Artemisia—Maceo Di- 
vides His Férces. 


Key West, Fla., Nov. 21.—[Special.}—Ad- 
vices from Havana tonight by the steamer 
Olivette confirm the statement made in these 
dispatches Wednesday night that Captain- 
General Weyler has utterly failed in his 
campaign against Maceo in Pinar del Rio 
Province. No exact news is obtainable in 
regard to the movement of Maceo, but re- 
ports received in Havana agree that the 
Cuban chief has divided his forces into nu- 
merous bands which are continually harass- 
ing the Spaniards and inflicting considerable 
loss. Maceo has given strict orders for his 
men not to engage in a pitched battle, asthe 
supply of ammunition is short. 

Weyler’s troops have suffered great hard- 
ships since the campaign was begun owing 
to the bad weather and the continual attacks 
of the insurgent bands. In consequence of 
the hardships of the campaign 1,700 sick 
Spanish soldiers have been sent to Can- 
delaria. Over half the members of Weyler’s 
staff are ill and have been sent back to 
Havana. 

Weyler is falling back and will establish 
headquarters near Artemisia. The feeling 
is bitter in Havana agaisnt Weyler because 
of his faflure to crush Maceo, and it is 
openly stated that he will be succeeded by 
Gen. Pando as soon as the latter arrives 
with reinforcements. . : 

The outlook for Spain is considered most 
gloomy, and many Havana business-men 
are openly saying that the mother country 
ought to let the island go. 

The insurgents are active in the provinces 
east of Havana, and are steadily working 
their way westward. A train which left 
Cardenas yesterday was forced to return 
because of the great number of insurgents 
crossing the track.

He Brings More than 300 Specimens of 
Birds, Fish, Insects, gndj Reptiles, 
Beside a Most Complete Collection 
of Large Mammals, Which Have Al- 
ready Been Shipped from Aden to 
Chicago—C. Akeley, Taxidermist, 
Shows Scars as Evidence of a Fight. 


New York, Nov. 21.—{Special.]—Prof. D. G. 
Elliott, leader of the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum expedition into Africa for spolis of the 
chase, and O. BE. Akeley, its taxidermist. re- 
turned on the St. Leuis today. | 

Prof. Elliott is still somewhat weak from 
the fever which attacked him in the jungle 
and forced an earlier abandonment of the 
expedition than was intended, Mr. Akeley 
bears on his right arm and shoulder four- 
teen ugly scars of a leopard’s teeth that he 
did not have when he started on the trip.

On Wednesday a child‘ named Enauit, liv- 
ing in Lake View and attending the Horace 
Greeley School, Grace street and Sheffield 
avenue, died of diphtheria. The physician 
fatled to notify the Health Department, so 
that a funeral inspector might be sent. The 
funeral was held on Thursday and was 
public, contrary to the law governing the 
burial of persons who die of contagious 
diseases, Noon was selected as the hour 
most convenient for the pupils to attend the 
burial service. A large number of the chil- 
dren went and the coffin was taken out of 
the house and placed on the front step, 
where the body lay exposed to the view of 
the curious pupils. 

When news of this state of affairs was 
conveyed to Miss McGillén, the Principal of 
the Horace Greeley School, she sent for the 
first policeman she could find to go-to the 
Enault home with orders to drive away all 


the children from the danger of infection... 


Half an hour later she learned that the 
policeman was lax in his duty and she imme- 
diately instructed the school janitor to leave 
his work and assist the officer. By this 
means the children: were dispersed and 
further danger of contracting diphtheria 
was prevented. A number of the children 
who had visited the home of their dead 
schoolmate returned to their classroom for 
the afternoon session.

In this first year of Princeton’s existence 
as a formal university, she has the glory of 
having won the championship in the great- 
est of athletic games and over one of the 
Strongest teams that even Yale ever as- 
sembled.

Over a Formidable Foe. 

New York, Nov. 21.—{Special.]—Capt. 
Cochran of Princeton says: 

“Princeton won by good, hard, straight 
football. Her tricks played a small part in 
the outcome of the game. 

* Yale’s first touchdown can hardly be ac- 
counted for in any other way than that the 
Princeton plavers were nervous and excited. 
The Yale men came through the line and 
blocked tricks as they pleased, and the 
Princeton backs handled the ball in a way 
quite different from anything they have done 
heretofore. After that they realized they 
must do or die, and began at their op- 
ponents in a manner becoming tigers. 

“In their steady course towards Yale’s 
goal, after the first touchdown had been 
scored against them, they showed their real 
strength ana superiority over the wearers of 
the blue. Kelly and Bannard proved them- 
selves all that they had been thought to 
be by their hard running and fierce plunges 
into the line. Smith’s star run around left 
end after Baird passed the ball to him in 
the first half was one of the features of the 
game and accorded with what might have 
been expected of him from his previous 
wotk. Baird kicked in great form when hé 
had a chance, and was to a great extent 
responsible for our splendid victory. 

“The second half was only a stronger ex- 
pression of the superiority that the Prince- 
ton team showed in the latter part of the 
first half. Our line became more impreg- 
nable, and Yale’s line weaker as the game 
progressed, and by the end of the second 
half we had our opponents fairly at our 
mercy. 

“ The Yale team certainly deserves great 
‘credit for the strong stand it made on its 
very line just before Princeton scored the 
first touchdown in the second half; and 
throughout we felt that the menin blue were 
worthy rivals. 

“The whole Princeton eleven did so well, 
except for a few minutes at the very start, 
that it is hard to mention one player without 
mentioning all. It is a great victory for 
Princeton, and one for which we have been 
striving for three long years.”’

Coach John R. Poe of Princeton says: “I 
nevér saw a Yale team rushed so in my life.

Baird puntéd 
again. Yale Kept the ball, and, before the 
Princeton genius could grasp the situation 
or steady its head, had sent Benjamin past 
the usually impascable Brokaw, and Murphy 
over Hillebrand, both for good gains. 

Yale's best plays in the next three minutes 
were made by the referee, who twice in suc- 
cession put Princeton back five yards for 
offside play. The idea meanwhile was sift- 
ing through the Nassau noddles and in a 
jiffy they charged their layout. They got 
the line together and when Yale threw Hine 
at Princeton’s center he met the surprise of 
his life. Old.Gailey stood firm asthe eternal 
Calvinistic faith which he intends to preach 
when his football scrimmages are over. At 
his right elbow was towering tow-headed 
Armstrong; at his left Crowdis, who looks 
like a biscuit, but ‘who is much more like 
a full keg of nails. Doubtful if it could be 
really true, Yale lammed herself twice 
against that impregnable center. It never 
budged, and Princeton got the ball on downs. 

Then, with the ball within fifteen yards 
of their goal line, the old Bairdolatry got the 
upper hand again. Baird’s punts had pulled 
them out of the same tight box at Cam- 
bridge time after time. So, instead of send- 
ing a hard shot at Yale’s doubtful ends or 
through the tackles, or even picking up a 
yard or two over Chamberlain and his 
guards, they passed the bail back. 


Yale Makes a Touchdown. 


Yale prayers were answered. Baird punt- 
ed. The ball went two feet, bounced from 
upraised arms of Bass, rolled back over the 
Princeton goal line, as easily as though 
$100,000 or thereabouts had not changed 
hands upon it. Mr. Bass being in the neigh- 
borhood, promptly lay down upon the ball, 
and Yale had scored, which some Princeton 
backers had bet 1 to 2 she would not do. 
Hine kicked a handy goal and the blue flags 
made it seem like a famous day in 1891. 


Score—Yale, 6; Princeton, 0. 
It had all taken seven minutes, and then

the goal line twenty-two sturdy men 
piled on top of him just to‘clinch the thing. 
And Baird kicked the goal. 

Score—Princeton, 6: Yale, 6. 

Then the Yale men knew that, as slangy 
people say, they were “ up againstit.’’ That 
the last twelve minutes of unparalleled bat- 
tering had jolted the last atom of doubt out of 
them. The fog settled deeper and deeper 
into the south and the ralment of the Yale 
thousands in the mighty grandstand, and 


' the cheers which signified that the worship- 


ers of the blue still hoped were as mechan- 


| leal as the groanings of a hand organ: 


Yale knew she was beaten, but she had to 
go on. Hinckey kicked off and Kelly, who 
caught the ball, was again downed on 
Princeton’s thirty-five yard line. Then he 
got up and made five yards over Murphy. 
Baird punted once to Fincke, but Cochran 
and Brokaw fastened on him. 

These two men got down the field ahead 
of a purit with a celerity which made rapid 
transit seem a new name. Hinkey kicked 
again in the hope of getting the Tigers to 
play fast and loose again. 

It was of no use. They were piaying foot 
ball now. Church went through Yale's cen- 
ter, Bannard around Bass’ end. The Prince- 
ton weight was telling inthemud. Bannard 
went at Murphy and made five yards over 
him. Murphy lay still for awhile. Then 
the swift work went on, Kelly went througt: 
the center again and once more Murphy did 
not get up at the call of time. This time 
he was done for. They led him from the 
field and little Durston took his place. 

But the good work wention. First Ban- 
nard, then Kelly, turn and turn alike, with 
Baird, sent it occasionally and a wedge to 
vary the monotony. The ball was worked 
down in this fashion to within two vards of 
the Yale goal. Then luck came to the 
New Haven men’s aid. They were given 
the ball for holding 1n the line, and Mills, 
who had been sent in to take the place of 
Hine, the much damaged, made a dash 


through the left end of the Princeton line 
for twenty yards. 


Yale Takes Heart Once More. 


The Yale men took heart, but their joy was 
short lived. Hinckey punted up the field. 
When Baird caught the punt the Yale ends 
wereonhim. Unwisely and un-Yalelike they 
left him on his feet. He passed the ball to 
Smith, whose praises will be sung in Prince- 
ton: long years from now. That reliable 
youth let out for the Yale goal line, the 
famous Princeton interference shaping it- 
self ahead of him as he fied. Through the 
whole Yale eleven he sped. His lithe legs 
fairly flew, but Mills, who had not been in 
the game long enough to be jaded, was at his 
heels. 

The Yale man got nearer and nearer, and 
then launched himself into the air like a 
catamount. His head struck the small of 
Smith’s back. The game Princeton quarter 
staggered forward, but the long, lithe arms 
of Mills were about his legs; together they 
rolled in the mud, while Princeton cheers 
fairly lifted the fog and pushed the ciouds 
away. 

The ball was on Yale’s ten-yard line. Ban- 
nard, and then Kelly, were Sent at the Yaie 
man, hammer and tongs, and with the whole 
weight of the Jerseymen at his back Kelly 
pushed over for another touchdown. Baird 
kickec another goal and the men at the bul- 
letin board changed the figures again.

Nothing but Princeton in Evidence. 


It had taken twelve minutes of actual play 
to get this goal, The only question was how 


many times could Princeton score in the 
time that remained. Yale was in a sorry 
plight. Hope was dead, and the music of the 
New Haven Horn Band from the north 
grand-stand was like an unending dirge. 
| The blue flags were hidden. With some fu- 
tile efforts on Yale’s part to make headway 
against the inevitable the half ended, with 
the ball well down in the Yale dooryard. 

Tha fog settled down deep and heavy as 
Yale’s grief. Deadhead hill was spectral 
and wan. Out through the dreary rain the 
Yale men plodded again, downcast, grim. 
It was pitiful. Princeton’s players, for 
whom the first half had been only a hard 
breather, grinned as they went at hop-skip- 
and-jump to their end of the field, with gro- 
tesque gestures to the yellow-feathered rail 
birds, who shouted through the wet: Eat 
‘em up! Eat’em up!’ 

Tue eters of the second half is briefly told. 
It was the same thing over and over and 
over. Three times the New Jersey Grena- 
diers, working together like one big, well- 
oiled piece of machinery, hammgred the ball 
down to Yale’s goal line. There were no 
phenomenal runs; there was no kicking to 
speak of. Again and again when the play 
was in the shadow of Yale’s goal the cry 
came from the grand stands: “ Now, Jonhn- 
ny; goal from the field.” But tha! was not 
the program. Neveratry was made at drop- 
ping a goal from the field. Down to the in- 
stant when the referee’s whistle told that 
it was all over there was never a minute in 
the play'that was not the hardest kind of 
good football. 

Princeton's two running backs whipsawed 
the play between them, and now and then 
Baird took the ball and shot through Yale’s 
center. The condition into which Jack Mac- 
Master had put the Princeton men was tell- 
ing its own story now every time the ball 
was snapped back, and before the famous 
Princeton interference the Connecticut, 
tacklers fairly melted to make gangway for 
the yellow legs. 


Interference Is Swift. 
“You may live to see many football games, 


than that. In half a dozen instances it was 
too good. It interfered when there was no 
Yale man to interfere with, and the Prince- 


rubbing it in, were balked by their own inter- 
ference, 

Nine minutes of ‘‘ one-two” play, after 
Hinkey had kicked off for Yale, sufficed 
to give Princeton another touchdown which 
Hildebrand made around Bass’ end. It did 
not seem to the onlooker more than halfa 
try that Baird made for goal, and he missed 
it. But the figures on the score board kept 
changing. 

Princeton, 16; Yale, 6. 

After the customary punting prelude and 
a squabble over the possession of the ball, 
which was, finally restored to Yale after a 
fumble by Hinkey, the battering process 
wads again begun. Yale tried Princeton’s 
center again, but it was solid as ever. Mills 
made two little gains through the Wheel- 
Horse Church. Then Yale lost the ball, and 
Baird, Kelly, and Bannmard went at their 
rotary tasks once more. Yale’s line looked 
and played like another good thing gone 
wrong. They were doing the best they knew, 
but they didn’t have the material inside their 
jerseys to work with. 

Back down into Yale’s field the play went. 
The orange and black was taking it out of 
the blue now for a great many sound and 
masterly thrashings administered tn days 
gone by. “Eat ’em up! Eat ’em up!” 
sounded in savage, rattling chorus from the 
mist-hidden mountains, which an hour be- 
fore had been grand stands. And while the 
burly Jersey men shoved their glum-faced 
foes hither and yon, Yale’s band played on. 
The tune was: ‘“ Here’s to good old Yale, 
oe it down.’ This referred to the med- 
cine, 


Touchdown by Bannard. 


Bannard touched the ball down. Baird 
missed the goal again, and the Jerseymen 
trotted back to do it again, to ihe Hilt of 
the old Princeton plea, “‘ Just one more! 
Just one more!” 

Princeton, 20: Yale, 6. 

After the kickoff Yale got the ball on 
her own twénty-five-yard line anil for a 
few very short minutes braced tor a final 
hammer at the orange line. They made, 
with Hinkey for projectile, a iittle gain 
through Jersey centér, but out of the scram- 
ble Benjamin came up toitering. He was 
taken from the field, and Van Every 
jumped into his place. 

Yale’s brace was over. They tried Mills 
twice against the big three of the Princeton 
center. He came back with his confidence 
and interior mechanism badly jarred. Van 
Every slipped around the rapid Brokaw. 
and, from the heap which told where the 
ball was, Bannard, worn with the brunt of 
more work than any day laborer ever did 
in a week, was fished out helpless. 

So much the better for Princeton. Wheeler 
took the injured man’s place.

TACTICS EMPLOYED IN THE GAME, 


How Pennsylvania Scores a Victory 
Over Harvard. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—It 
was just ten minutes after 2 o’clock when 
Referee Hickok flipped the coin and a shout 
from 1,000 crimson throats announced that 
Harvard had won the toss. There was ap- 
parently no advantage in wind, but Capt. 
Wrightington did not care to avail himself 
of the kickoff and chose the western goal 
instead. 

The whistle blew at 2:lland Wiley .Wood- 
ruff sent the ball spinning to Harvard's 
ten-yard line. Haughton ran it back ten 
yards, and Harvard tried a center play, but 
Wrightington fumbled and the ball wént to 
Pennsylvania on the crimson’s. ten-yard 
line. Gelbert tried to skirt the right end, 
but Wrightington nabbed him and threw 
him for a loss of five yards. Morice madea 
couple of yards through right tackle and 
Minds kicked to Harvard’s three-yard line, 
where Wrightington was downed in his 
tracks by Dickson.

RAPID FOREIGN MAIL FOR CHICAGO, 


Quick Transfer Boats to Be Run from 
Quarantine to New York and 
Jersey City. 


Hurley 


New York, Nov. 21.—[{Special.]—Chicago- 
arms are to receive their foreign letters from 
two to ten ‘hours earlier as a result of plans 
of the Postal Department to equip a steam- 
boat with all the necessary paraphernalia 
to facilitate the transfer of mail direct from 
quarantine to New York and Jersey City 
depots. A steamboat will be fitted up in 
much the same manner as a railway mail 
car is furnished and will be the first float- 
ing postoffice ever used in a harbor. 

Experiments have been m ade since Aug. 
1 in this harbor with reference to the direct 
transfer of mails to the rajlway ‘stations 
upon which they begin their journey in this 
country. 

Four tugs have been used to take mail at 
quarantine from, incoming ships and trans- 
fer it by trucks to the Pennsylvania Depot 
in Jersey City, and the Grand Central Sta- 
tion in this city, to eatch departing trains, 
thus saving a delay of from two to ten hours. 
While the scheme has worked admirably 
the postoffice authorities believe the best re- 
sults cannot be obtained until the depart- 
ment controls the service and has its own 
boat to meet the incoming steamers and 
make quick return trips to the depots. 

The narrowness of the tugs compe] the men 
to work in cramped quarters. The new 
steamboat service will do away with this 
disagreeable feature. There wil] be a large 
force of clerks, porters, and assistants, and 
the new boat will have the apeparance ofa 
huge floating distributing station. It is be- 
lieved the good time now made can be re- 
duced 50 per cent. The Postofficé Depart- 
ment will ask the next Congress to appro- 
priate $40,000 for the service. |

An immense crowd witnessed the game, 
probably the langest that ever assembled at 
Camp Randall. The huge grand stand was 
packed with people, while the bleachers were 
well filled. A long row of boxes extended on 
either side of the field, and these were all 
taken. Opposite the grand stand the row 
of thirty carriage boxes stretched the length 
of the gridiron. It wasa pretty sight look- 
ink toward the grand stand from the press 
boxes opposite.

Minnesota ** Rooters” Present. 


The Minnesota contingent, which arrived 
this morning on a special train, numbered 
over 500. Beloit and Northwestern. were also 
well represented. From all over the State 
visitors to the game flocked to Madison all 
day long, and at least 1,000 from out the cits 
attended the game. There were over 5,00U 
people in all inside the grounds. Two bands 
representing the two universities were in at- 
tendance, and music was not lacking cither 
during the game or between the halves. 

The cheering was under the direction of 
yell-masters, an arrangement which pro- 
duced results, if not musical, at least noisy, 
which was the main thing sought. The 
weather, which threatened to be unpleasant 
in the morning, was satisfactory from the 
players’ standpoint, though chilly from 
that of the spectators. A strong wind blew 
steadily across the field toward the east goal, 
and this fact helped considerably in the 
punting of one side, although a correspond- 
ing detriment to that of the other.

It was one step further in the improvement 
in Western football, the teams having had 
the benefit of the best coaching of any in 
the West.

Rides in the Dark at Memphis in Won-

Memphis, Tenn., Noy. 21.—[Special.]—Lit--

“This is something, but not much, Eu- 
rope and civilization still remain under the 
disgraceful reproach of having coldly tol- 
erated a series of outrages, perhaps the 
most monstrous known to history; and ac- 
cording to the latest accounts one of the 
powers seems, after innumerable falsenoods 
of the Sultan, still to accept his trivial and 
worthless assurances, and even to be flat- 
tered by them. 

“To your good work I wish heartily to'give 
approval, and I have the honor to remain, 
yours very faithfully, W.E. GLADSTONE, 

The letter refers to the German Emperor, 
who, as a special token of his friendship, 
had his Ambassador present to the Sultan a 
magnificent portrait of the royal family 
within two days of the massacre of Aug. 
26-28, which deluged the streets of Constan- 
tinople with the blood of his helpless Ar- 
menian subjects.

will be hailed as a benefactor of his ra 
Driving directly at the generic or teicatinn 
tion law, he will hold in his hands the 
of health and prolonged life. 

“The source of health,” continued the 
doctor, earnestly, “is within us, not with- 
out. Nature, not medicine, should be the 
prime factor in all cures. To throw the 
whole system into violent disorder is surely 
a poor way to reach a local affection. Inthe 
practice of medicine an attempt to supplant 
nature with art is ridiculous; no is 
equal to nature. All physicians and most 
laymen are aware that uniform results are 
hardly ever obtained, even in the same sub- 

ect, from the use of drugs. To this is due 
‘s great measure the common suspicion as to 
the efficacy of medicine and its curative 
powers. Even in diseases of the most viru- 
lent character it is rare that all the organs 
are simultaneously affected: ordinarily it is 
but one or two. What foily, then, to disturb 
the entire system in an effort to reach a sin- 
gle diseased part.

All have more or 
less unsound sieep and frightful dreams, 
No one had made good progress at school, 
All Maria’s living relatives present some 
stigmata of degeneracy; not one is a type of 
a criminal. Maria herself is an epileptic, 
and has had attacks of various forms or 
equivalents from youth up to the present, 

It will be for the jury to decide whether 
in the face of this evidence and the previous 
testimony of an eye witness the girl frothed 
at the mouth after killing Cataldo they can 
find her guilty of murder.

Detectives Know Where He Was Up 
to 1:40 O'Clock A. M. 

New York, Nov. 21.—The detectives in the 
Arbuckle case say he went to the St. Charles 
Hotel, Sixth avenue and Forty-fourth street, 
after leaving the Lagrange on Thirty-third 
street, near Sixth avenue. He arrived at 
the St. Charles at 12:45 e. m. and introduced 
himself to the bartender, Fred Kinworthy. 
He was accompanied by a cabman and two 
men whom he had picked up on the sidewalk, 
and the party had a drink together. Ar- 
buckle at that time had his money, watch, 
He was very much under the 
influence of liquor-and Kinworthy suggested 
that he leave his money and valuables inthe 
hotel safe. 

He 
left the hotel and boarded a north-bound ele- 
vated railway train for Harlem, 

It is added that Arbuckle reached One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth street at 1:40 and was 
seen to walk south on Eighth avenue, and 
then had his watch and diamonds in his pos- 
session.

Archbishop Ireland Gives It Out in 
Order to Offset the Effect of Gar~- 
bled Statements Which Have Been 
Published Without Authority—Good 
Report Taken to Rome ef Work in 
the Church’s Interest—Romanist 
Glad McKinley Is Elected. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 21.—Cardinal Satolli 
has written a long letter to Archbishop Ire- 
land giving under his own signature @ sum~- 
mary of the report which he made to the 
Holy Father on the American church af- 
fairs. 

The Archbishop is willing, in view of the 
late so-called summaries of this report ap- 
pearing in certain New York papers, to re- 
port for the public, through the medium of 
the Associated Press, some of the matter in 
Cardinal Satolli’s letter, which refers to him 
self. It is as follows: | 
“J arrived in Rome on Saturday, Oct. 31, 
and the day following, Sunday, I had the 
extreme pleasure of being admitted to an 
audience with the Holy Father. Many 
things were discussed in the audience. I 
wish at once to tell you that I did not fail to 
speak at length to the Holy Father of your- 
self and to narrate to him how sincerely 
and loyally you are devoted to the Holy See 
and to the person of the Holy Father him- 
self; with what great zeal and great success 
.you labor incessantly in all things that may 
be to the advantage of the Catholic Church 
in the United States. I added that your Zeal 
and your success will surely increase in the 
future.”’ 

In another part of his letter Cardinal 
Satolli congratulates the Archbishop on the 
election of Mr. McKinley to the Presidency 
and assures him that a bright future is re- 
served for Bishop Keane, the late rector of 
the university. 

The Northwestern Chronicle, Archbishop 
Treland’s home organ, today in discussing 
the rumors that the Archbishop, Cardinal 
Gibbons, and other American prelates, had 
incurred Papal displeasure, says: 

‘*In nothing is this exploitation of misrep- 
resentation and untruth more obscure than 
in the source from which it springs, but with 
an artful cunning it seeks uninvited shelter 
from under the cloak of now the Jesuits and. 
now the venerable Archbishop of New York. 
With such an exposition of this wretched 
business before their eyes, Catholics ought 
to see plainly that they have an insidious 
and designing enemy to deal with, lying in 
ambush, notinside, but outside of thechurch 
Of the manner in which the sovereign Pon- 
tiff conveys his views to the prelates uf the 
church by letters direct, and not by tne 
devious and uncertain paths of newspapers 
and telegraph wires, the promoters of tuese 
attacks on the Catholic hierarchy of the 
United States show themselves profoundly 
ignorant. That alone is sufficient to stamp 
their work asafraud. Let Catholics beware 
how they permit these deadly foes of their 
spiritual and temporal welfare to create dis- 
cord, foment quarrels, and implant feelings 
of animosity and distrust in the ranks of 
those they wish to overthrow. Let Catholics 
take heed how they listen to tales brought 
among them for their demoralization and 
undoing.

COMPLICATIONS IN WEST AFRICA. 


Royal Niger Company Massing Troops 
at Lokoya. 

London, Nov. 21.—A great deal of excite- 
ment has been aroused in West African cir- 
cles by a mysterious expedition, which is be- 
ing arranged by the Roval Niger company, 
which has massed a thousand native troops 
at Lokoya, jon the River Niger, and at Ibe, 
on the Benue, while about thirty British 
officers have sailed to take command of this 
force. The officials of the Niger company 
maintain silence respecting the destination 
of the expedition, which is believed to be 
either against the rebellious llorian tribe or 
to restore order in the Sultan of Sokota's 
dominions. 

The French and German newspapers ex- 
press great alarm, suggesting that the expe- 
dition is a second Jameson affair, the idea 
being to encroach upon the German and 
French spheres of influence. 

The trouble in the-Empire of Sokoloto, 
which is the largest and most populous in all 
the Soudan and which is under the control 
of the Niger company, calls attention to the 
career of the remarkable negro adventurer 
Raban, who, from being a slave of Zobehr 
Pasha, has become chieftain of the Central 
Suudan, having conquered Sultanate after 
Sultanate. He lives in barbaric splendor, and 
it is reported that he now intends to invade 
the Empire of Sokoloto, which, being within 
the British sphere, probably led to the 
formation of their expedition. The Niger 
territories administered by the Royal Niger 
company under a royal charter cover about 
500,000 square miles and contain a popula- 
tion variously estimated at from 20,000,000 
to 40,000,000. 

The news from Liberia is also unsatisfac- 
tory. Natives of Sierra Leone, the British 
colony, have been maltreated and their 
houses have been destroyed by citizens of 
the negro republic. Asa -result two British 
gunboats have been sent to Monrovia, the 
capital of Liberia, to insist upon reparaticn. 
In the meanwhile the British mail boats 
ealling at Rocktown and Grand Bassa are 
not all: wed to communicate with the shore. 

The Liberian navy, one small steel gun- 
boat of 150 tons, has had the audacity to 
fire upon one of her Britannic Majesty’s mail 
boats. The shot went wide and the mail 
boat, on returning to England, placed the 
matter in the hands of the British Govern- 
ment, and “ further developments are ah~, 
ticipated.’’ ; 


ATTACK FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY. 


Socialist Deputies Ask Embarrassing 
Questions of M. Hanotaux. 

Paris, Nov. 21.—M. Millerand, the Socialist 
Deputy in the Chamber of*Deputies, today 
questioned the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, M. Hanotaux, as to whether @ con- 
vention between France and Russia actual- 
ly existed, and if such was the case what 
were its main lines. 

M. Hanotaux replied that what could or 
ought to be said publicly thereon has al- 
ino been said by the Czar and the Pres- 
ident. | 

Later M. Deloncle criticised the silence of 
the Ministers on the subject of the situation 
in the colonies and asked for the correspond- 
ence exchanged between Great Britain and 
France on the subject of Madagascar, say- 
ing he-wanted light thrown as well upon the 
situation in Siam and Tunis. He ialso asked 
what was the attitude the government pro- 
posed to adopt with a view to the new Brit- 
ish expedition under the auspices of the 
Niger company, contending that the former 
confidence shown in the settlement of the 
Kgyptian question seemed to have van- 
ished. 

“Don’t you believe it?” exclaimed M. 
Hanotaux. i 

Continuing, M. Deloncle said: 

“I ask for a single act to recall England 
to her promise to evacuate Egypt.” 

M. Hubbard said that England had taken 
Dongola, was preparing to march on Khat 
toum, and was about to seize the southern 
‘provinces, adding: “Is it not time for 
France to act?’’ 

M. Hanotaux in reply said that he could 
not answer M. Hubbard’s question, as he 
had received no notice of it. Replying to 
M. Deloncle, the Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs said: ‘‘ We are awaiting the judgment 
of the court, and the question of the war 
funds advanced by the Caisse of the Egyp- 
tian debt before deciding upon our course. 
As to the claims of France in Egypt, neo 
one dreams of abandoning them.

Little 
more than common school education is asked 
of the applicants, together with an ability 
to answer a series of thoroughly practical 
questions, destined to bring out what the 
applicant knows of the practical duties of 
the position. A 12-year-old boy in a common 
school would be regarded as far below the 
average if he could not have passed satis- 
factorily the educational portion of the ex- 
amination, and, as a matter of fact, more of 
the applicants failed on account of thir an- 
swers to the practical questions than for 
any other reason. 

“A large percentage of the applicants for 
both paving and mason inspectors had at one 
time, or other held these positions in the 
service of the city, and the conclusion seems 
to be irresistible that the men utilized for 
this important work by the city in the past 

have possessed neither average intelligence, 
average education, nor average experience in 
and knowledge of the work required of them.

He recently had 
erected for himself a comfortable home at 
Bloomington, his children were at school, 
he had a good law practice, and he declared 
positively that under no circumstances was 
he a candidate for the Senate or any other 
Office of that character.

RIGHT MURDER CASES ON THE DOCKET 


November Grand Jury Will Investigate 
These and Take Up Election 
Fraud Charges. 


The November grand jury will be sworn in 
tomorrow and it will find 319 cases on the 
docket. The feature of the work of the in- 
coming grand jury will be the investigation 
of election frauds. The Civic Federation has 
prepared evidence which is now in the hands 
of State’s-Attorney Kern. 

There are eight murder charges to be iIn- 
vestigated. Those accused of murder are: 

Thomas G. Hodges, watchman for the 
Alton railroad, shot George Nemecik, an al- 
leged coal thief.

Among the advantages the Wilmette an- 
nexation!sts say they would derive from a 
union with Evanston are a 10 cent fare to 
Chicago on the North Shore electric road, 
cheaper water rates, free mail delivery, 
electric lights, and better pavements, 

It is probable the question will come up 
before the voters at the spring election. 

Wilmette joins Evanston immediately to 
the‘north. It hasa population of about 1,800. 


PLUNGES 150 FEET TO HIS DEATH 


Perry Bohner Falls from the Eighth 
Story of the Warren Springer 
Building. 


Perry Bohner, janitor in the Warren 
Springer Building, No. 166 South Clinton 
street, fell from the eighth floor yesterday 
afternoon and received injuries which re- 
sulted in his death a little after 4 o'clock. 

Bohner was cleaning windows, but neg- 
lected to wear the safety belt. He had 
washed the top half of a window and was 
in the act of raising it when his foot slipped 
and he made the terrible plunge of over 150 
feet.

Be Followed by a Damage Suit. 
N young Irish girls who were acquitted 

of arson in Judge Hutchinson's court 
yesterday, say they soon will bring suit for 
damages on a charge of malicious prosecu- 
tion against the Agricultural Insurance com- 
pany of New York, its agent, W. li. Whit- 
church, Fire Inspector Conway, and Police- 


man Murphy. The amount that will be asked 


for has not yet been fixed, but it will be 
large. 

A verdict of acquittal was returned at 10 
a. m. yesterday. As soon as they were dis- 
missed the jJurymen went forward and shook 
hands with the girls and expressed their 
sympathy for them. Many of the specta- 
tors in the court-room did likewise. Through- 
out the Criminal Court Building sympathy 
seemed to be with the Misses Cronin. When 
they emerged from the jail scores of heads 
appeared at the windows of the various 
offices and dozens of handkerchiefs were 
hae as the young women passed out of 
view. 

Marie seemed as rosy cheeked as when 
the doors of the jail first closed upon her. 
Her sister showed the effects of incarcera- 
tion to a greater extent. Both were over- 
joyed at the result of thetrial, though it was 
just what they expected. 

**I am sure I do not know what to say,”’ 
said Marie, speaking for herself and her 
sister. ‘*‘ We were kindly treated at the jail, 
and I am sure no lawyers ever worked hard- 
er for their clients than ex-Judge Brown and 
Mr. King did for us. Naturally it nade us 
feel good to see the people looking as happy 
as we felt when the jury acquitted us. We 
feel very grateful to those who expressed 
their sympathy for us.” ‘ 

In view of the damage suit she would not 
speak of the testimony nor of any of the 
incidents of the trial. 

Ex-Judge Brown and Attorney John C. 
King, who defended the Cronin sisters, unite 
in denouncing the prosecution as malicious. 

“It was nothing short of an outrage the 
way these young girls were dragged down 
to the City Hall and forced to sign a state- 
ment by Inspector Conway and a lot of po- 
licemen,’’ said ex-Judge Brown. wee Be 
strange that Marie put her signature to any- 
thing that was written out for her, an inex- 
perienced young woman confronted with a 
crowd of strange men, and no doubt threat- 
ened with all kinds of punishment? The 
defense in winning its victory did not rest 
upon technical points. A perfect alibi was 
established by five persons.”’ 

Prosecuting Attorney Todd, whose fair- 
ness throughout the trial was commented 
upon ex-Judge Brown, said: ‘*‘ We made out 
a clear case of guilt, but we knew all the 
time the girls would be acquitted. 
simply impossible to secure a conviction for 
arson when a woman is defendant.”

The wife says in 
the lifetime of Stenson she was offered $500 
in settlement of her claim, but refused the 
offer. She now claims damages for the loss 
of her husband’s support, under the statute 
which makes both .the saloonkeeper and 
owner: of the premises liable for damages to 
the family of a drunkard.

CAN FIX A MUSEUM SITE. | 


SOUTH PARK BOARD’S PLANS BEFORE 
' THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE. 


: 


Ald. Campbell Tells President Ells- 
worth He May Have More Time— 
Suggestions for a Public Hall on the 
Lake-Front Are Outlined—Location 
North of the Art Institute Thought 
Eligible—D. H. Barhham Discusses 
a Thoroughfare North and South. 


President Ellsworth of the South Park 
Commissioners yesterday assured the Coun- 
eil Committees on Wharves and Public 
Grounds that the board and the Field Colum- 
bian Museum authorities could reach an, 
agreement as to the institution's definite 
location, and the matter then went over. 

President Ellsworth also outlined his sug- 
gestions regarding a public hall on the Lake- 
Front, referred ‘to in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 
He recommended the passage of an ordi- 
nance covering this matter, as well as turn- 
ing over to.the Park Commissioners the 


_ground on the Lake-Front as far north as 


Randolph street. In this connection D. H, 
Burnham outlined plans for connecting the 
South and North Sides with a viaduct and 
tunnel, the former to bea pleasure drive and 
the latter to serve as a shorter and quicker 
thoroughfare 

Mr. Burnham’s plans were on a grand 
scale. The way, he said, should be finished 
in marble, and there should be a division 
between the driveways of the viaduct for 
pedestals, upon which should rest the busts 


of those who had earned honorable distinc- « 


tion in civic Life. 

The way would strike Pine street on the 
north and would save almost a mile of travel, 
The entrance on the Lake-Front, he thought, 
should be at the head of Washington street, 
along the outer edge of the 300 feet strip. 


Field Museum Location. 


These suggestions were made at the con- 
clusion of the reading of Ald. Campbell’s 
ordinance, definitely locating the Field 
Columbian Museum on the Lake-Front, at 
the head of Congress street, extending 600 
feet north and south from the middle of that 
street. 

Mr. Ellsworth then suggested a new or- 
dinance, embracing his plans for a public or 
memorial hall, which, beside the lectures to 
be given in the daytime, should also be used 
for public meetings in the evening. 

He said the faculties of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Universities had each agreed 
to take twodays a week. He suggested the 
reservation of a piece of ground 150x200 feet 
north of the Art Institute. 

‘There was some talk as to whether the 
space of 300 feet north of the Art Institute 
up to Monroe street was sufficient for the 
proposed building. Mr. Burnham said it 
would throw the two buildings too close to- 
gether, and would have a bad effect. 


To Join the North and South Sides. 


Mr. Burnham then outlined his plans for 
the connection of the North and South Sides. 
He devoted much time toa description of the 
proposed tunnel,-at the conclusion of which 
Ald. Campbell, Chairman of the committee, 
brought up the subject of the location of the 
Field Columbian Museum. 

He said the dedication, as proposed by the 
Park Commissioners, was no dedication at 
all, as it did not specify the ground upon 
which the museum was to be erected. He 
said he thought the request of the museum 
management only reasonable, and hoped the 
South Park Commissioners would come to 
look at the matter in that light. 

Mr. Elisworth said the Commissioners 
were as anxious as any one to have the mu- 
seum on the Lake-Front, but to give it a 
definite lecation would be to take it out of the 
jurisdiction. of the Commissioners. 

He said the Commissioners were willing to 
go to almost any length to bring about the 
consummation of this project, and could not 
help but feel that the museum management 
was short-sighted in insisting upon their 
contention, which would set up two set of 
authorities, to which the Park Commis- 
sioners could not agree 


More Time Advisable. 


Ald. Campbell said it seemed unwise to 
consider the question further without give 
the Commissioners and the museum people 
an opportunity of coming to an agreement 
in the matter. 

He then asked Mr. Ellsworth: 

** Do you think you can come to an agree- 
ment with the museum people?’ 

“ Yes,”” was the reply. “* We are willing 
to give them any guarantee as to location, 
only it must not be set out as proposed in 
the ordinance.”’ 

Ald. Campbell then asked if the museum 
people were to be given the control of the 
grounds in the contemplat®td twenty-six- 
acre grant surrounding the building. 

Mr. Elisworth replied they would be under 
the control of the Park Commissioners. 

Attorney James R. Mann: of the board sald 
he thought there were no questions in con- 
troversy which could not be amicably ad- 
justed by the two parties. The matter was 
then postponed pending the call of the Chair- 
man. 


POLISH HOME TO BE OPENED TODAY. 


Mayor Swift and Members Prominent 
in the National Alliance Will 
Take Part. 


The permanent home of the Polish Na- 
tional Alliance, situated on Division street, 
near Noble, will be dedicated today. In 
connection therewith there will also be 
opened a museum, which js intended to be- 
come the central educating force for Polish 
residents. 

Three hundred auxiliary’ organizations in 
twenty-four States, embracing a member- 
ship of 35,000, will share in the rejoicing 
attendant on the opening of the home and 
museum, 

Chicago is said to have more Poles among 
its residents than remain in Poland, and 
is the headquarters of the National Alliance, 
which was organized in 1880. St. Stanislaus 
Church, on the Northwest Side, two blocks 
from the new home, is the largest church 
for Poles‘in the country. 

The frontage of the home covers two lots 
and the building is four stories high. The 
ground floor will be devoted to the printing 
apparatus and heating plant Zgoda, the 
official journal of the alliance, will be pub- 
lished in the building. The main floor will 
be reserved for the officers’ quarters and 
directors’ room. The editorial staff will also 
be found here. On the second floor the I+ 
brary has been installed. One flight upward 
the museum will be located. The show- 
cases, with their curios, arealready in place. 
Plaster casts and works in art are ranged 
along the walls. Ancient volumes and man- 
uscripts, yellowed by age and crumbling to 
pieces, are carefully stored in cases. 

Mayor Swift and prominent members of 
the alliance will take part in the ceremonies 
today. 


WILL VIOLATE EVANSTON’S SABBATH. 


Supt. Troy Arranges for a Sunday 
Morning Mail Train from That 
Classic Village. 


Evanston is to have a Sunday morning 
mail train to Chicago. Ever since that place 
has boasted a Postoeffice the good people 
have been cut off from communication 
with the outside world through the Post- 
office on the Sabbath day. From 8 o’clock 
on Saturday night to the same hour on 
Sunday night no mail pouches left the 
Evanston office for Chicago, the clearing- 
house of the postal system of this region. 

But this morning the Sabbath day will be 
violated by the postal officials. A mail 
pouch will leave the town for Chicago. The 
change has been brought about in rather 
a strange way. Attorney Arthur W. Un- 
derwood, who lives in Evanston, on last 
Saturday mailed a letter to a Chicago ad- 
dress and dropped it into the Evanston 
office after 8 o’clock. Knowing there was no 
Sunday delivery in Chicago he put on ita 
special delivery stamp. 

He discovered during the week that the 
letter did not reach its address until Mon- 
day, and complained to Postmaster Hesing, 
who referred the subject to Postmaster 
O’Leary of Evanston. The latter said he 
had no Sunday connection with the Chi- 
cago Postoffice. Supt. Troy of the Rallway 
Mail Service, asked why there was no Sun- 
day service, replied the people of Evans- 
ton did not want it. 

So at Mr. Hesing’s request Supt. Troy ar- 
ranged to have the Sunday morning train 
on the Northwestern take out the mail that 
has formerly laid for twenty-four hours in 
the Evanston office.

John R. Hoxie, one of the old and wealthy 
residents of Chicago, died at his residence, 
No. 4440 Michigan avenue, at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, after an illness of over two 
years, as was announced in an extra edition 
cf Tue TRIBUNE yesterday. 

In 1873 he married Mary J. .Hamilton, 
daughter of Polemus D. Hamilton, one of 
the pioneer residents of Chicago. He has 
three children—two sons and a daughter. 

Mr. Hoxie came to this city thirty-seven 
years ago and engaged in business as live 
stock agent of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern road, and managed the vards of 
the company at Clark and Twenty-second 
streets. After a career of many years in 
connection with the railway company Mr. 
Hoxie left it to become one of the founders 
of the Union Stock-Yards company and 
President of the Stock-Yards National Bank 

He also interested himself in Texas 
ranches and became the owner of the San 
Gabriel hog ranch, the largest of its kind in 
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Leadville, Colo., Nov. 21.—The report of a 
probable sympathetic strike of miners in 
other camps in aid of the Leadville strikers 
is declared to be unfounded.

BRICKLAYERS ARE IN OPEN REVOLT. 


They Withdraw from the Building 
Trades Council, Which Imposes 
a. Fine of $300. 

After considerable friction for two or 
three months there has finally come an 
Open ruptyre between the Building Trades 
Council and the Bricklayers’ Union. The 
bricklayers have withdrawn rom the 
trades council and the latter body has fined 
the bricklayers $500. 

The brichlayers have been affiliated with 
the trades council only six months. There 
has been considerable dissatisfaction, 
which was brought to™a focus by the striko 
at the Garfield Park power-house ten deys 
ago. The bricklayers were ordered out be- 
cause of scab carpenters being employed 
on the job. They went out, but claim other 
unions connected with the trades council 
cid not, and moreover that the scab car- 
penters continued at work. 

The result was that at a meeting held on 
Wednesday night they decided to withdraw 
from the council. 

The bricklayers say the question of wages 
and hours is fixed by an agreement every 
year with the bosses and that for them to 
go out on strikes ,because of every diffi- 
culty in which otiter organizations of the 
trades council is engaged is a hardship. 

Members of the trades council say the 
fine was imposed because the bricklayers 
have persistently violated the rules of the 
organization.

He was 
considered one of the finest linguists in 
America. When he was but 21 years of age 
he was appointed by.

The Sun reporter has not yet come across 
& respectable Turk: who does not admit that 
the present régime is impossible and that the 
only salvation is to be found either in the 
deposition of Abdul Hamid or in the estab- 
lishment of a European commission to con- 
trol the country’s. finances. Most people, 
Turkish and European, now incline to the 
belief that the latter would be the solution. 

Sir Edgar Vincent, President of the Im- 
perial Ottoman Bank, is meandering about 
Europe in search for financiers willing to 
advance funds to keep the Turkish Govern- 
ment machinery going. Great financiers 
are shy, but doubtless Vincent will manage 
to strike some sort ofa bargain. Few peo- 
ple are in position to know the terms offered 
by the Porte and fewer still cherish any hope 
of permanent benefit from all this juggling. 


From a Grecian Standpoint. 

Among the skeptics is King Gcurge of 
Greece, who ought to be fairly well in- 
formed on such a matter, seeing how much 
be stands to lose or gain for himeelf and 
his people. According to the Pester Lloyd, 
which usually is a trustworthy newspaper, 
his Majesty told an AuStrian diplomatist 
this week that he had no hopo that the 
promised reform in Turkey would be really 
carried out. 
sured, even as regarded Crete, aiid he ex- 
pected little from any reorganization of 
Turkish finances. In other words, King 
George thinks the time has come for carv- 
ing up this Turkey, and he is quite prepared 
to seize his slice. Shortsighted people, who 
have been proceeding in their calculations 
upon the assumption ‘that Greece is too 
small and too poor to do anything when the 
critical moment arrives, probably one of 
these days will wish they had consulted a 
political oculist. 

Financial Scandals in Rome. 

The inquiry ordered by Marquis Rudini 
into the accounts of certain public depart- 
ments in Rome is revealing a state of affairs 
which is worthy of Constantinople, and 
it would not be surprising if the in- 
vestigation should result in the legal 
prosecution of some ex-Ministers and 
exalted) permanent functionaries more or 
less directly responsible for scandalous mis- 
management, if not actual systematic cor- 
ruption. It ought not to be very difficult to 
make somebody responsible. The late Min- 
ister of Agriculture, for instance, would 
surely find it an awkward task to justify the 
annual expenditure of $20,000 during ten 
years for carpets, seeing that the carpets 
now on the floors of the ministry buildings 
probably would not fetch $1,000 at auction, 
and presumably he would also have difficulty 
in persuading the average householder that 
$750 is a fair price to. pay for a few brass 
studs used to ornament the ministerial book- 
case. 

Spends $1,000,000 for Pins.’ 

In another department, believed to be 
Sig. Crispi’s own Foreign Office, $1,000,000 
has been spent in ten years in purchasing 
pins. The ordinary mind shrinks from the 
strain which would result from an effort to 
calculate the billions of pins that sum would 
buy in the open market. 

There is a suspicious smack, too, about the 
manner in which the payments to railway 
contractors have been allowed to get into 
arrears. So far as the muddled accounts 
show, there is plenty of money available for 
railway construction, but the accounts re- 


mained unpaid, apparently for no better rea- , 


son than to entitle the contractors to inter- 
est, with *he result that in one year alone 
nearly $1,500,000 was paid as interest. Some 
Italian newspapers make merry over these 
disclosures, while others more properly treat 
them as symptomatic of the existence of 
worse scandals which may yet be revealed. 
Peaceable Year for Labor. 

The government report regarding strikes 
and lockouts in Great Britain last year con- 
tains interesting information. It appears 
that in spite of important disputes in the 
boot, shoe, and engineering trades during 
the year, the total number of working days 
lost through strikes and lockouts isethe 
smallest recorded during the six years for 
which comparative figures exist. The report 
shows that in all there were 876 disputes 
resulting in stoppage of work, and these in- 
volved 263,758 work people, as against 1,061 
disputes and 324,245 work people in 1894. 

So far as can be serena agi the disputes 
of 1895 were confined to 2,753 establishments, 
as compared with 3,713 in the previous year. 
The largest proportion of disputes furnished 
by any group of trades is the building trades, 
which had 179. Most of the disputes arise 
on questions of wages, strikes about hours 
of labor being of little or no importance. 


Results of Strikes. 

As regards ré¢suits 303, or 34 per cent, 
of the digputes in 1895 ended in favor of the 
work people, as aguinst 35 per cent in 18, 
but in these successful disputes 24 per cent 
of all the persons affected during the year 
were involved, against 22 in the preceding 
year, so that the proportion of absolute 
guccess was somewhat higher. 

The aggregate number of days lost through 
disputes was 5, 542,652, compared with 9,322,- 


006 in 1894, and 81,205,062 in 1893. The |

average duration per head of disputes in 
1895 was twenty-one days, against twenty- 
nine in the preceding year. Thus, while the 
results are somewhat more favorable to the 
operatives than in 1894, the shorter average 
duration shows that the disputes have been 
less expensive to all concerned, 

The value of aggregate working days lost, 
worked out as wages, amounts to about 
£1,120,000, compared with £2,000,000 in 1894. 
The more generally successful character of 
the disputes to operatives is also reflected 
in the modes of settlement. The percentage 
of persons concerned in disputes which were 
settled by one or other mode of conciliation 
and negotiation. was seventy-four, against 
fifty-six in 1894, while in cases of submission 
of work people and replacement of hands, 
which may be taken as an indication of 
utter defeat, only 21 per cent of persons was 
concerned as compared with 47 per cent in 
1894. 

Results of Balloon Investigations, 

Investigation of the conditions in the high- 
est attainable altitudes of atmosphere by 
means of hydrogen balloons yielded some in- 
teresting results this week. The balloons 
were sent up simultaneously from Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, and other places with self- 
recording apparatus. The French balloon 
brought back the best results, it having 
reached an altitude of nine and one-half 
miles. It came down in Belgium. Owing to 
the rough handling by the Belgian peasants 
who found it it was much damaged, but the 
diagrams were intact. This shows that the 
balloon rose rapidly, and when at a certain 
altitude remained a long time stationary. 
It reached 15,000 meters in about forty min- 
utes, remained thirty-five minutes, and then 
commenced to fall very slowly.

London, Nov. 21.--English discussion of 
American affairs has ebbed. The moralists 
have exhausted their ingenuity in explaining 
the results of the election, and the details of 
the Venezuela settlement have ceased to 
interest English readers. What the mer- 
cantile community cares about is an increase 
of trade with America, and of this there are 
many signs. 

This is noticeable particularly in Brad- 
ford, where the American trade was stag- 
nant several months before election. Even 
orders for goods that had been contracted 
for were cancelled if the importer could find 
any pretext. Some New York firmsactually 
sent back to Bradford worsted coatings 
which had been purchased and sold them 
there because they could do so on better 
terms than in the American market. If 
dress goods had not been in demand in the 
United States exports from Bradford would 
have been virtually suspended. 

Inquiries were made in October for goods 
to be delivered if McKinley were elected, 
but there were no buyers, although prices 
were low. 

Big Change Since the Election, 
The situation has been transformed since

by military opinion and university habits.

Aged Sisters Kill Each Other. 

A domestic tragedy which can scarcely be 
matched among unnatural crimes is inter- 
esting the inhabitants of Warwick. Two 
sisters, one aged 86 and the other 73, were 
found dead in their home, where, apparent- 
ly, they had killed each other in a terrific 
quarrel. It is known they often had serious 
squabbles, the elder one especially being 
quarrelsome and almost irresponsible. ‘They 
had begun, apparently, by throwing crock- 
ery at each other, one room being littered 
with broken dishes. Then one had resorted 
to tongs for a weapon and the other toa 
broomstick. Both were considerably in- 
jured, but the doctors are inclined to think 
that death was caused in each case by the 
violence of their exertions rather than their 
wounds.

TORIES ARE FAVORING PROTECTION. 


Belief That the Sentiment Is More 
Likely to Grow than Subside. 
London, Nov. 21.—The government, un- 
less the signs of the times fail, will soon 
have to deal with a virulent outbreak of 
protection fever among its own followers. 
That the rank and file of the Unionist party 
has been tending more and more toward 
protection has been evidenced many 
times recently, but especially significant 
was the unanimous decision of the Tory 
caucus, sitting at Rochedale during the 
week, to favor reimposing a registration 
duty of 1 shilling (25 cents) on corn. Great 
efforts will be made to induce the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to include this 
proposal in the pudget of 1897, and, while 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is believed to be 
a free-trader, such a chance to swell the 
receipts by a couple of million pounds 
sterling ($10,000,000) is a great temptation. 


CANADIAN LOSES HIS LIFE IN CUBA.

London, Nov. 21.—Cuban advices received 
here say that a Canadian was murdered at 
Cienfuegos, Province of Santa Clara, at the 
end of Octover. The man’s name is said lo 
be Dalbrigeon. According to the state- 
ment made three men entered his house, 
and, being informed that Dalbrigeon was not 
well, forced an entrance into his bedroom 

and shot him dead. 

One version of the affair attributes the 
murder to the insurgents and another 
version says it was the work of Spaniards.

This remark may easily be explained. 
Bradford has a world-wide trade, and it has 
discovered that when business is good with 
the United States it is good everywhere. 
American trate is a barometer of the world's 
commerce. Bradford knew that McKinley's 
election would restore confidence, and there- 
by increase American trade, and that the 
beneficial effect of the resumption of pros- 
perity in the United States would be felt all 
over the globe. 

English merchants have learned something 
from the unexampled commercial depression 
in the United States which has followed the 
revision of the American tariff on English 
lines under Mr. Cleveland. They have dis- 
covered that it is vastly more important for 
their own interests to have prosperity in the 
United States than it Is to have one tariff 
lower than the last one, with the population 
unemployed and the buying power of the 
market steadily shrinking. The tightness 
of the money market prevents large English 
investment in American securities. 


Russia and Australia Want Gold. 

There is a strong demand for gold from 
both Australia and Russia, and the condi- 
tions of Indian exchange do not preclude 
the possibility of the export of a vast amount 
of gold if the value of the rupee rises above 
one shilling and four pence. Money is 
scarce in India and the demand for it is 
great, owing to the famine and the neces- 
sity for selling everythhig which can be 
exported. If exchange rises a little higher 
gold exports from England will be the cheap- 


| est method of making remittances. Well- 


informed London bankers now expect that 


this difficulty can be regulated without a 


great drain of gold from the Bank of En- 
gland and that the Russian and Austrian 
demand for gold will gradually diminish. 
The money market remains firm under 
these conditions. The uncertainty and 
scarcity of money in India have imparted 
an artificial value to the silver rupee in 
comparison with bullion, and this would dis- 
appear if free coinage were resumed there. 
The English bimetallists recommend this 
course, but there is no probability that the 
English Government will sanction it. 


Consuls Are Anxious, ’ 

The members of the consular serviceof the 
United States-are taking great interest in 
the question whether President McKinley 
will respect the order of the State Depart- 
ment, made a year ago, converting all con- 
sular offices with salaries not exceeding 
$2,500 into civil service offices. If he does 
respect it, and no administration has ever 
yet taken a backward step in civil service 
reform, he will leave the rank and file of 
the consular service undisturbed, and such 
vacancies as occur can be filled only by pro- 
motion gr reappointment of ex-officials or 
by civil service examination. 

There are fifty-seven American consular 
offices in the United Kingdom. Of these only 
six carry salaries above $2,500, and all the 
rest are included in the operation of the 
executive order of Sept. 20, 1895. If Presi- 
dent McKinley respects this order there will 
be only twenty-two consular offices in Eu- 
rope open to the appointment of Republicans 
in consequence of their salaries being above 
$2,500. The remaining members of the serv- 
ice will be protected under the civil service 
rules, and the new administration will be 
relieved from the pressure of office-seekers. 

President Cleveland and Mr. Olney may be

* * Already,’ he says, ‘shops of the value 
of $200,000 have been offered. The same cap- 
italists are at work in Liverpool, and there 
businesses to the value of $300,000 have been 
offered to them.’ 

“One discovery may lead to another. 
Hooley and all his works may some time be 
brought into view, and plutocracy may be 
recognized as a great menace to England, 
just as it has been described by English 
moralists as the chief social danger of the 
American republic.”’ 


Lord Dunraven Finds Crookedness. 

Lord Dunraven has apparently been con- 
vinced that London, under. the rule of the 
County Council, may be a hotbed of corrup- 
tion as bad as New York in Tammany’s 
worst days. He and Lord Denbigh have de- 
nounced the progressive party in general 
and the works of the committee in particular 
as convicted by irregularities in bookkeep- 
ing, and have called theatrically for the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission to hold a 
public inquest. 

Lord Dunraven has not been equally per- 
turbed in mind since the last Sandy Hook 
yacht race, and is bent upon knowing how 
so foul a conspiracy could flourish in London 
so long without detection, and whether the 
bogus transfers have not been inspired by a 
desire to bolster up the Public Works De- 
partment in the interests of a political party. 

The fact that the whole affair is a tempest 
in a teapot does not appear to impress seri- 
ously this contentious and not always amla- 
ble yachting peer. 


Balfour Hits Both Sides. 

Mr. Balfour has been blowing hot and cold 
on both fair trade and free trade. After re- 
minding the Cobdenites at Sheffield that 
only two countries in the world, Great 
Britain and Turkey, had adopted 
ideas, he administered several side thrusts 
to Col. Howard Vincent and other fair 
traders who had carried protectionist reso- 
lutions at the meeting of the National Un- 
ion at Rochdale. Having boxed the econom- 
ic compass without enabling his audience 
to discover the direction in which his own 
opinion pointed, he fell back upon German 
competition and technical education, which 
now form the common stock of English 
political oratory. 

A much better speech was made by Mr. 
Balfour at Edinburg the same day on the 
subject of athletics in school and college, 
in which he asserted that training of this 
kind, when scientifically conducted, was as 
good an, education as could be obtained in 
lecture and class rooms,

Abuse of German Civilians. 

Interest in all this would be running much 
higher in Germany had not the Reichstag 
made a diversion in the direction which most’ 
appeals to the German public—namely: To- 
wards the standing feud between civilians 
and the younger military officers. This feud 
has always existed, but in the last few years 
military pretensions have grown to be in- 
tolerable, and the abuse is now by far the 
most pressing of popular grievances. The 
fact that the Kaiser seems to side with the 
young swaggerers of the army only em- 
bitters public opinion, and the Socialists’ at- 
tack on him in the name of outraged civilian 
dignity is probably the most popular thing 
they ever did. The debate finally ended

today, speaking of his connection with the 
famous “‘ Recess committee ’’: “ Until quite 
recently the outlook seemed hopeless. I had 
believed myself industrial questions, and es- 
pecially those reflecting the betterment of 
the agricultural conditien of whe country, 
should be agitated. I went into Parliament 
mainly with the object of interesting other 
politicians in these matters.

MEN WHO GATHER HUMAN SKULLS. 


A Unique Occupation Recently Dis- 
closed in Oregon, 

San Francisco Call: About forty-five 
miles below Portland, on the Oregon side of 
the Columbia, the broad expanse of water 
here flows without a ripple, and is as still 
as death. The bank rises high above the 
water’s level and stretches dway back to the 
timber Mne. Just above this point is ‘* Cof- 
fin Rock,’’ which was the starting place to 
the “ happy hunting ground ”’ of the various 
Oregon tribes of Indians, but the yery high 
water of 1862 swept Coffin Rock of all its 
deposits to the point below. It is a lonely 
place, without sound, save the call of the 
ericket in the grass or the hoot, of the 
screech owl nestled in the adjacent timber. 

Here the overflowing waters of nearly a 
century ago lodged the remains of many 
tribes high and dry, literally removing the 
last resting place of their dead, for no Pa- 
cific coast tribe ever buried their dead below 
the surface of theearth. Some hedged them 
about with rocks above the ground, leaving 
the face upward and exposed. 

Others put a_bark covering over them, 
while others were suspended from limbs or 
left in the forks of trees. Time has robbed 
every form of its substance and left only 
the whitened bones and bleached skulls. 

Students, dentists, and physicians are 
eager to secure these trophies for articula-. 
tiom. So°great is the demand that at least 
one man has for years followed the hazgard- 
ous business of gathering these skulls for 
the market. 

It is risky, for the few remaining Indians 
still keep vigil over their dead, and to be 
caught in the act would mean a prisoner in 
the recesses of the neighboring mountains, 
followed by a death of slow torture, for no 
quarter or mercy would be shown the vic- 


m.

Will Establish a Precedent. 


If the patents to the Seattle or the Chic 
land are issued the precedent will be ateb- 
lished, and the holders of the scrip stand 
ready to locate the remainder upon veluable 
lands belonging to the United States.

Noble Reverses Commissioner Stone.

Great interest is manifested among West- 
ern railroad officials in the result of the 
hearing of the Santa Fé alien receivership 
case before Judge Foster of the United 
States Circuit Court at Topeka, Kas., to, 
morrow. If Judge Foster decides the Unit+ 
ed States Court has jurisdiction the receiv! 
ér appointed by Judge Myers of ine Jeffer- 
son County Court of Kansas wili be per- 
retually enjoined from interfering with the 
management of the road-and further trouble 
is not to be expected pniess Judge Myers 
should defy the mandate of the United 
States Court. This he threatens to do if the 
case goes against him. In that event liveiv 
times may be looked for in Kansas. The 
Kansas County Judge wouid be compelled, 
in order to assert his authority, to call upon 
the Sheriff of the county to place his re- 
ceiver in possession of the probeity. This. 
of course, would be resisted by tne United 
States authorities, and in case the United 
States Marshal should be unable to cope 
with the State authorities United States 
troops would have to be sent 1° tne scene 
of action to maintain the supremacy of the 
Federal government. 

It is hardly probable Judge Myers will 
care to invoke a conflict between the State 
of Kansas and the United States and in 
case Judge Foster decides against him he 
will, it is expected, give up the contest and 
leave it to the decision of the courts whether 
the alien land law is constitutional and ap- 
plies to railroad companies. 

Should United States Judge Foster decide 
he has no jurisdiction the receiver appoint- 
ed by Judge Myers will qualify, but he can- 
not take charge of the rolling steck or 
Other equipment, as that is not owned by 
the lines in Kansas affected by the alien 
land act. He wouid, therefore, be unable 
to run the road and would heve to make a 
contract with the company to run it for 
him. The tusiness or operation of the road, 
therefore, would be conducted by the Santa 
Fé officials as at present until the case has 
been finally determined by the court of laxt 
resort.

Netted §47,700—The United States 
Comes Next with Pieces That Have 
Made Men Rich—List of Some of the 
Rig Finds. 


INCE the discovery of gold, a great 

» many nuggets of gold of enormous 

“3 size have been discovered. Some of 
them have netted the lucky finders a 
comfortable fortune. Gold nuggets are the 
results of surface, or placer, mining. In 
quartz mining gold is frequently found in its 
native state, but as a rule it is talked.of as 
free gold, and nowadays the discovery of a 
pocket, netting from $50,000 to $100,000 in 


est collection of} fine gold specimen? the 
world has ever seen, coming from one mine. 
A Melbourne jeweler displayed’ a greht glass 
globe full of the specithens, and in it were 
leaf, ribbons, cake, wire gold, all 
taken from this‘ome pocket of the Bayley’s 
Reward mine. In Betidigo, Australia, the 
Dascomb nugget was found during the year 
1852, It weighed 3320unces. Nuggets found 
in Victoria have been’ numerous, among them 
being one found at Mount Korong, in 1856, 
weighing 226 ounces. At Kin gover a nugget 
was found that weighed 230 ounces, and soon 


after one weighing 236 ounces was found at 


the same place. Mount - Blackwood fur- 
nished a nugget weighing 240 ounces in 
1855. A nugget weighing 1,272 ounces was 
found in 1851 at Meroo Creek, a branch of 
the Turon River, in New South Wales. This 
nugget was found on thesurface. ‘ 


California Has the Palm. 


In the United States California has fur- 
nished three-fourths of the largest nuggets. 
The California Mining Bureau exhibits a 
gilded cast of the great Martin nugget. It 
has a peculiar history, having been discov- 
ered while Oliver Martin was digging a 
grave for his dead partner. Martin and his 
partner were out prospecting, and-one night 
camped in & cafion near Camp Corona, in 
Tuolumne County. A fierce rain-storm 
came up in the night and ‘the water in a 
small stream running through the cafion 
arose to a great height.

States and Australasia are the greatest 
placer mining countries. 

Australia has produced most of the world’s 
largest nuggets, the greatest nugget ever 
found coming from there and called the 
Welcome Stranger. It was larger again than 
any. nugget ever found in the United States. 
It was found at a place calle® Moliagul, in 
the Ballarat mining district, Feb. 5, 1869, 
and when melted it produced 2,248 ounces of 
pure gold, having weighed in the rough 
2.880 ounces. It sold for $47,700. The Wel- 
come. nugget, another of Australia’s great 


found the greatest gold nugget ever found 
in America. The nugget weighed i151 pounds, 
and Martin obtained $20,000 for it. Carson 
Hill, Calaveras County, Cal., has produced 
some fine nuggets. One was found that 
tipped the scales at 180 pounds, and another 
at 149 pounds. Both of these nuggets con- 
tained more or less quartz, and consequent- 
ly both of them combined did not net what 
the Australian Welcome Stranger nugget 
brought. In August, 1869, there was found 
near the Sierra Buttes, Sierra County, Cal., 
a nugget weighing 1,498 ounces that, when 
melted, netted the sum of $17,655. 
The famous Shasta nugget was found by a 


Frenchman at Spring Creek. Shasta County, 


weighed as high as fifty ounces. ‘ 

Of recent years the finding of large nug- 
gets has been rare. It is not probable, how- 
ever, that all of them have been found, for 
with the old saying, ‘‘ There are just a5 good 


fish In the sea as have ever been caught,” 


one can judge accordingly tHat the renewed 
activity in the search for gold wild undoubt- 


edly bring reports of further finds from this 


and other countries of nuggets equal to, if 
not greater, than ever before.

F one has to write of one’s intimate re- 

lations with his mother, he could not 

do it more delicately than has Mr. J, M. 

Barrie in the little volume called ‘‘ Mar- 
garet Ogilvy,” which the Messrs. Scribner 
publish. It is rather a curious thing that 
in conversation Mr. Barrie is the most reti- 
cent of men, and, yet in this book he writes 
‘freely of his talks and most intimate rela- 
tions with his mother. As I have said, he 
does this most delicately and /charming- 
ly, but perhaps another who might talk 
‘with .less reserve would hesitate to say 
all the things that Mr. Barrie has said here. 
His mother was quite a remarkable woman, 
and her son probably owes his talents to her, 


though she rather discouraged his efforts 


at writing when he began. Later, how- 
ever, there was no one prouder of him 
‘than was she. 

I have never read a book in which the au- 
thor speaks more frankly of his life than 
does Mr. Barrie in this volume. Most men, 
after they have made a position for them- 
selves in this world, are rather ashamed of 
their humble beginnings, but Mr. Barrie has 
none of this false pride. He does not mind 
telling us what an event it was in the family 
when they bought six hair-bottom chairs, 
nor that they never kept a servant, and that 
his mother and sister did all the work of the 
family, and that even he, on occasion, would 
take possession of the kitchen, get the break- 
fast, and wash the dishes afterwards. Of 
course, they were poor or they would not 
have lived as they did; but it was nota 
pinching poverty; they had little to live upon, 
but they. lived within their means, which is 


, almost as good as being rich, 


When Mr. Barrie was a little fellow in 
short trousers his older brother, a lad of 12 
or .13, died. This grief almost broke his 
mother’s heart. The little James’ efforts to 
replace his brother in his mother’s affections 
are touchingly described, 


Book Partly Autobiographical. 


Naturally a large part of this book is auto- 
biographical. Mr. Barrie could hardly write 
much about his mother without writing 
about himself; he telis us that he and his 
mother.read books together, and that it was 
in reading the stories in a magazine called 
Sunshine that he was first inspired with 
the idea of writing stories himself. ‘‘ At 12 
cr thereabout,”’ he says, “‘ I put the literary 
calling to bed for a time, having gone to a 
school where cricket and football were more 
esteemed, but during the year before I went 
to the university it woke up, and I wrote a 
great part of a three-volume novel. The 
publisher replied that the sum for which he 
would print it was a hundred and—how- 
ever, that was not the important point (I had 
sixpence); where he stabbed us both was in 
writing that he considered me a ‘clever 
lady.’ I replied stiffly that I was a gentle- 
man, and since then I have kept that manu- 
script concealed, I looked through it lately; 
and,~a@h, but it is dull. I defy any one to 
read it.’’ 

Determined on a Literary Career. 


From the time he “ first tasted blood in the 
garret”’ his mind was Made up. ‘“ There 
could be no hum‘dreadful-drum profession 
for me,” he exclaims; “‘ literature was my 
game.” But this was a game not highly 
thought of by those who wished him ‘well. 
He remembers being asked by two maiden 
ladies, about the time he left the university, 
what he was to be, and when he replied 
brazenly, “‘An author,’’ they flung up their 
hands, and-one exclaimed, “And you an

Mother’s Literary Tastes. 


On the subject of his mother’s reading, he 
says: “‘As daylight goes she follows it 
with her sewing to the window, and gets an- 
other needleful out of it, aS one may run 
after a departed visitor for a last word, but 
now the gas is lit, and no longer it is shame- 
ful to sit down to literature. If the book 
be a story by George Eliot or Mra. Oliphant, 
her favorite (and mine) among women nov- 
elists, or if it be Carlyle, and we move soft- 
ly, she will read, entranced, for hours. Her 
delight in Carlyle was so well known that 
various good people would send her books 
that contained a page about him; she could 
place her finger om any passage wanted in 
the blography as promptly as though she 
were looking for some article in her own 
drawer, and, given a date, sheavas often able 
to tell you what they were doing in Cheyne 
Row that day. Carlyle, she decided, was not 
sO much an ill man to live with as one who

Soul in His Work. 
Apropos of recent conversations on the 


subject whether an author is moved by his.

It is my contemptible weak- 
ness that if I say a character smiled vacu- 
ously, I must smile vacuously; if he frowns 
or leers, I frown or leer; if he is a coward or 
given to contortions, I cringe, or twist my 
legs_-until I have to stop writing to undo the 
knot. I bow with him, eat with him, and 
gnaw my mustache with him. If the char- 
acter be a lady, with an exquisite laugh, I 
suddenly terrify you by laughing exquisite- 
ly. One reads of the astounding versatility 
of an actor who is stout and lean on the same 
evehing, but what is he to the novelist who 
is a dozen persons withinthe hour. Morally, 
I fear, we must deteriorate—but it is a sub- 
ject I may wisely édge away from.”’ 

In a chapter about Robert Louis Steven- 
son which Mr. Barrie heads “ R. L. 8.” he 
says: ‘‘ These familiar initials are, I sup- 
pose, the best beloved in recent literature— 
certainly they are the sweetest to me—but 
there was a time when my mother could not 
abide them. She said ‘ that Stevenson man’ 


with a sneer, and it was never easy for her } 


to sneer. If you would know what 
was his unpardonable crime, it was this: he 
wrote better books than mine.’”’ Then he 
goes on to tell us how his mother came under 
the spell of Stevenson’s writings and ad- 
mired him almost as much as did her son. 

From the extracts that I have quoted one 
can judge of the nature of this book, though 
I have not quoted its most intimate rela- 
tions. They seem almost too sacred for 
newspaper publication. 


John Bigelow’s; New Book. 


A book of peculiar interest is entitled ‘‘ The 
Mystery of Sleep,”’ written by Mr. John 
Bigelow and published by the Messrs. Har- 
per. Mr. Bigelow puts forward a new theory 
in this litle volume—that is, a new theory 
to me and apparently to him—though they 
say there is nothing new under the sun. 
Mr. Bigelow retired from active business 
some years ago and has spent much of the 
time since then in looking forward, not into 


the things of this world, but into spiritual . 


things. He is, I believe, a Swedenborgian, 
though, unless I am mistaken, he attends 
the Episcopalian Church and sometimes 
reads service in the church at Highland 
Falls, where his country home is, and where 
he has lived the year round for the last two 
years. 

Mr. Bigelow begins at once by disclaiming 
‘any pretension to have given in the pages of 
his book a solution of all of the mysteries 
of sleep, or even a precise and scientific ex- 
position of any of them. ‘“* When, if ever, 
that-shall be possible,”’ he says, they will 
céase to be mysteries."”" What he has aimed 
to do is, first, to unsettle, if not dispel, the 
popular delusion that sleep is merely a state 
of rest, of practical inertia of soul and body, 
or, at most, a periodical provision for the 
reparation of physical waste in the sense 
that a well, exhausted during the day, fills 
up in the hours of night. Second, to set forth 
some of his reasons for the conviction that 
no part of our lives is consecrated to nobler 
or more important uses than that usual]- 
ly spent in sleep; none which contributes 
more, if so much, to differentiate us from

** Were the mysteries of sleep studied with 
like incentives and by the same class of 
minds as the mysteries of electricity are now 
studied, the former would seem to us no 
more mysterious than the latter, and the 
results would be no more surprising.” 

Mr. Bigelow goes even further than this, 
for he believes-that it requires no perfect 
vision “‘to foresee a time when the art of 
sleeping will be taught and studied as sys- 
tematically in our schools of science as the 
physiology of our nutritive and nervous 
systems.’’ 


Energies Not Suspended. 


After much thought and investigation Mr. 
Bigelow finds that so far from there being 
any suspension of the energies of the body, 
it is impossible to name a single one of those, 
functions thet is absolutely suspended dur- 
ing sleep. That our hearing is generally less, 
acute during sleep than at other times is not 
a result of any suspension of the auditory 
functions, but, as in our waking hours fre- 
quently, from the lack of attention. Any 
unusual sound, such as would be likely -to 
arrest our attention in our waking hours, is 
apt to awaken us from sleep. 

Mr. Bigelow actually has a word in defense 
of sleeping in church, which we have al- 
ways been taught to regard as, if not doWn- 
right rude, at least not altogether respect- 
ful. ‘‘I fancy,” he says, ‘* it to be much less 
of a reproach than is commonly supposed 
to fall asleep in a house of worship. To the 
devout worshiper the tendency of évery~ 
thing in the house of God is, or should be, 
as in sleep, to separate him from the world. 
In the degree in which our devotions are 
unmixed, undiluted with selfish, worldly, 
and personal considerations, our will is also 
guiescent as in sleep. ‘ Rousing sermons,’ 
stirring pulpit oratory, may stimulate the 
intellect and keep even the devoutest people 
wakeful, but it does not follow that they 
make the exercises of the Sabbath more 
profitable, at least, to all. The most wide- 
awake people in church may be in a closer 
relation with the world than with their 
Creator, who, in the language of the prophet, 
may be ‘near in their mouth and far from 
their veins.’ ”’ 


Odd Habits of Life. 


Knowing some of Mr. Bigelow’s hobbies I 
thought it would be impossible for him to 
write a book on any such subject as this 
without saying-something as to food. There 
1s no man in the country who lives more ab- 
stemiously than Mr. Bigelow. Simplicity 
in the matter of food probably accounts for 
his fine constitution and robust health. He 
is no longer a young man, but I will venture 
to say that he can stand more hardships 
than many men of half his age, and all be- 
cause he has taken good care of himself. He 
does not believe in ovefheating any more 
than in overeating. Neither in his country 
house nor in his city house is there a furnace 
fire lighted. Open grates, no matter how 
cold the weather, furnish all the heat for 
him and his family—and this even in the 
middle of winter in a frame house standing 
on a bluff overlooking the Hudson River. 

“It is,” says Mr. Bigelow, ‘a fact worthy 
of the profoundest consideration that about 


hk everything we take into our mouths not for 


the nourishment cf our bodies, but to pro- 
voke our appetitc3, and for the sole pleasure 
of gratifying them, discourages sleep.” 

On the subject of drugs he expresses him- 
self emphatically, and on this question he 
speaks from experience, for I doubt if there 
is a man in the country of his age who has 
taken less medicine in the course of his life 
than he has. and the little he has taken was 
of the mildest description. — 

Mr. Bigelow’s book may not convince all 
its readers, but it will certainly set them to 
thinking: and thinking, on a subject of this 
sort, is one step towards conviction.

ROBABLY this last quarter of the 
nineteenth century will go on record 
among antiquarians of future gen- 
erations as *..« period of the revival 

of fads. One after another the fads of days 
dead and gone have been resurrected and 
have flourished in a manner unknown in 
their original existences. Among these is 
the use of book-plates, a fashion which has 
never really been dead, though it must be 
admitted that it slept soundly while the 
century was in its prime. 

Book-plates seem to have been the product 
' of the same period and people as printing. 
The oldest known plate Is that of Hans Igler; 
its approximate date 1450, It was found fas- 


tened to the covers of an old Latin diction-. 


ary and consists of a roughly executed wood- 
cut of a hedgehog carrying a flower in its 
mouth and trampling upon fallen leaves. 
*above is the inscription ‘“‘ Hanns Igler, das 
-dich ein igel kuss.”” - It took the fashion thus 
inaugurated about seventy-five years to 
cross the English Channel, but when it did 
cross it was after big game. Its first known 
victim in England was no less a person 
than Cardinal Wolsey, whose plate, of which 
there is -only one copy extant, was really 
not a plate at all, but a carefully executed 
Grawing of the Cardinal's arms; a splendid 
affair, gorgeously colored—its date about

Utilize the Owner's Monograni. 


W. Irvine Way, referred to in a standard 
work on American book-plates asthe * well- 
known Chicago littérateur,” uses a plate 
whose simplicity must be eminently satis- 
factory. It is merely a monogram composed 
of the three letters of his surname, W-A-Y, 
the whole being somewhat smaller than the 
average postage stamp. G. A. Armour, one 
of the only two local members of the ex- 
Libris Society of London, uses the same 
idea, his plate consisting of a cipher in 
which the letters G-A-R-M-O-U-R inter- 
twine. 

Interesting because of their distinctly local 
flavor are plates owned by Owen Brewer of 
the Western Book and Stationery company 
and by Herbert Stuart Stone of the Chap 
Book. The former is designed by Will H. 
Bradley of Chicago. Regular readers of 
THe TRIBUNE will remember the series of 
drawings that Mr. Bradley contributed to 
its Sunday issues in the winter and spring 
of 18084. The book-plate in question was 
designed for Mr. Brewer as a Christmas gift 
a year or two ago. Mr. Stone’s plate is after 
a drawing by Frank Hazenplug. Both these 


plates are good samples of their designers’ 
work, showing as they do a strong decora- 
tive instinct. 

These are only a few of the scores of book- 
plates used by local book lovers. The armo- 
rial will always lead, but as a book-plate 
is not, as a rule, hereditary, there is no 


reason why any man who has books should. 


not affix to them his own individual label. 
If he lacks such a label as a heritage there 
are never wanting those who will supply it— 
for a consideration.

Volume on the Theology of the Raja 


Yoga Published by the Swami Vive- 
kananda, Who Attended the Con~- 
g@ress of Religions at the World’s 
Fair—Criticises Christianity with 
Tolerance and Expounds the Ideas 
of the Eastern Faith, 


HERD is something delightfully re- 
freshing in listening to the philosophy 
of the East. We have so long been 
accustomed to send out missionaries 

to tonvert the poor, ignorant Hindoo that 
the idea of reversing the situation and tak- 
ing the Hindoo as our teacher brings a 
mental shock which is most invigorating. 
It is only the ignorant, of course, who really 
regard the religion of the Brahmin as little 
better than that of the Australian bushman; 
and yet so many theistic shams and so much 


j of the exploded mysticism of the last few 


years have been associaced with different 
parts cf India that even the wise can hardly 
be blamed if they look upon any apostle of 
the great Indian creed as a fanatic or @ 
charlatan. 

Without any personal knowledge of the 
Swami, who was such a familiar figure in

'the Congress of Religions at the time of the 


World’s Fair, without cdring to inquire 
whether he came with due credentials from 
his home in the Bast, or whether he had a 
right to speak in the name of the great re- 
ligion of the Bast, I can only say that a 
perusal of the modest volume lately pub- 
lished by him upon the philosophy of the 


Raja Yoga is caleulated to open the eyes of 


pharisees and fanatics who set themselves 
upon a plane cf thought far above that of 
the native of India. Indeed, there are thou- 
sands of those who profess and call them- 
selves Christians who have never in their 
highest and best moments attained the level 
of universal tolerance and love which is the 
starting point of all Vivekananda’s teach- 
ing. It would be hmnpossible here to go into 
the detalis of the origing!l Raja Yoga, nor 
would we find there the true essence of what 
its interpreter has to say. Vivekananda has 
attempté to apply the advanced ideas of 
Western philosophy to the old beliefs of the 
Brahmin religion, and although he might 
not admit it himself, he has read as much 
into tlfe old forms as any commentator ever 
read into Shakspeare. But he has this in 
his favor; he is able to look upon Western 
thought and Western creeds from an 
outsider’s point of view He has 
criticised us fairly and truly, just as 
we may criticise Brahminism; only he has 
shown greater impartiality than any Chris- 
tian would employ in judging the effete East. 
And this, perhaps, is one of the great ad- 
vantages of Brahminism, that it is so univer- 
sally tolerant. It has kept its hold upon 
millions of people of very diverse habita- 
tion and intelligence simply because it em- 
braces everything that runs counter with it. 
Indeed, it would embrace Christianity if we 
were only willing that it should be so. 


Does Not Touch Ahe Mystic. 


The Swami succeeds, then, in getting the 
best out of our Western creeds in such a way 
that they may almost assimilate what is 
best in the philosophy of Raja Yoga. And 
what he tells us is nothing mystic, nothing 
esoteric, but something very simple if only 
it is true. We can, he says, by concentra- 
tion obtain such.a control over the internal 
mind that it will be possible for us first of all 
to abstract the mind from all outward sensa- 
tion and finally make it master over the 
Prana of the universe—that is to say, the 
force which is one aspect of matter, It may 
appear at first sight as if this were merely 
repeating the well-known doctrine of faith. 
We are told that faith will enable us to move 
mountains. But the Yoga tells us more; it 
shows us how such power can be obtained by 
practice, and, indeed, if we are to believe 
Vivekananda, we have only to practice in 
order to become true Yogis. Now, obviously 
there must be some truth at the bottom of 
this belief, because every creed gives place 
to something of the miraculous, and we are 
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tele taker nasa practical guide. te 3 

his, then, is the aim of man!'Toa uire 
Ne complete control of matter, and that mot 
by’ the exercise of reason, but by the devel- 
opment of © is” superconsciousness. When 
we have fully realized this power our souls 
are no longer human, they become Om, part 
of the divine essence, and Om cannot rea- 
son; the omniscient can have no possible use 
for reason; therefore there is a state of 
superconsciousnes above reason, just as 
there is a state of subconsciousness below 
reason; the state, for instance, of a stone. 
There are many, of course, who would say 
that subconsciousness and superconscious- 
ness are the same; in both cases reason is 
dead, and the passage to either one or the 
other is a movement _ of.  degenera- 
tion. ‘Not at all, says Raja Yoga; 
just as there are vibrations of light so 
low that one cannot see them, and then 
more intense so that they become light to us, 
and then more intense still so that they be- 
come darkness to us again: so it is with 
consciousness. And just as the more intense 
vibrations of light are brighter far than the 
‘low vibrations if we could but see them, so 
is the superconsciousness of the Yogi a far 
higher state than the subconsciousness of 
the stene. 


Concurs with Western Philosophy. 


Now this is most true. We know that 
“the dead wall of reason’ must some day 
be overcome, and from the days of Plato to 
the days of Kant all philosophers have 
striven to find the key of this universal 
knowledge. Yet no one of the philosophers 
of the West has ever expressed so clearly 
the fundamental difference between reason 
and omniscence, or shown so simply how 
necessary it is for us to divest ourselves of 
' the raiment of reason. Rationalism is the 
constant cry of the present, although we 
have only to think for a moment in order to 
see that no change from our present state is 
possible which does not imply the breaking 
down of reason’s barriers. 

Granted, then, that this state of super- 
consciousness can be attained, we are con- 
fronted by many difficulties. In the first 
place, since we can all apparently obtain 
complete control over matter, what is to 
prevent the universe falling into a state of 
hopeless anarchy when there are so many 
who have the power of gods? In the sec- 
ond place, how is this state of supercon- 
sciousness to be acquired? Obviously we 
cannot accept the teaching of the Raja Yoga 
on that point, and it is hard to see how Vive- 
kananda can accept it, unless we bear in 
mind the fact that he is a Hindoo, and the 
Hindoo, as Hégel has pointed out, is likea 
child in his philosophy. He is nearer the 
truth, perhaps, because he is nearer the sea 
of immortality from which he came, but his 
methods savor of the pseudo miraculous, 
just as a child's endeavors are rendered in- 
effective by the faith he puts in his own 
childish contrivances. 


. Superstition the Weak Point. 


Now with ali the good will in the world we 
can never be brought to believe that to 
breathe in through one nostril and after 
holding the breath sixteen seconds to breathe 
out through the other will result in freeing 
our .soul from the ties of the flesh, even 
though we should mutter words of pregnant 
meaning during the operafion. This, of 
course, is the weakness of Vivekananda’s 
teaching that even he cannot divest him- 
self entirely of superstition. Yet 
it is hardly to be expected that he 
should do so when it is remembered 
that there are hundreds of well-educated 
Hindoos who thoroughly believe such legends 
as that of Hunyman, the monkey god, who 
tried to carry off Ceylon and whose tail was 
set on fire by the inhabitants: an act Of re- 
venge which brought retribution with it, for 
the monkey god promptly retaliated by set- 
ting fire to their city with his tail. But 
Hindoos are not the only superstitious peo- 
ple. Is there a single religion in the world 
which is free from superstition or fanati- 
cism? We can well afford to let the Yogi 
believe in his breathing exercises if in return 
he will tolerate our religious observances. 
Besides, we may laugh as we will, but it is 
absolutely certain that we would gain, if 
only from a physical point .of view, by his 
instructions. Imagine the effect upon the 
hard-worked business-man of one hour of 
meditation spent in a clean, flower-bedecked 
apartment every morning. Such a practice 
would be a perfect cure for many cases of 
nervous prostration. 


No Real Result. 


Still there is a stronger argument against 
the practical part of the Raja Yoga, and 
that is the fact that, as far as we know, there 
) Proph- 
ets have perhaps stumbled by accident upon 
the true path, but the ordinary Brahmin 
seems to be as far from Nirvana as ever. 
To this Vivekananda would reply by quot- 
ing a parable, in which the impatient as- 
pirant is condemned to a new cycle of pro- 
is given 
instant release. In other words, 4,000 years 
is no proper test; it is merely a period of 
temporary transition in the eyes of the Yort. 
Vivekananda vigorously opposes all at- 
tempts at Christian science or hypnotism 
as denoting the ruin of the soul. Where 
one soul gets command over another it 
must end in the annihilation of the weaker. 
Every soul must work out its own salvation. 
Nor is it a fair criticism to call that salva- 
tion mere nihilism. Nirvama, as has been al- 
ready pointed out, is a state which at pres- 
sent we cannot conceive: even Aristotle, 
who called it *‘ theoria,’’ shrank from follow- 
ing it.in its legitimate conclusion; yet it is 
none the less a state far higher than our 
present one, to which we may some day at- 
tain if we have but the necessary patience. 
The Swami is far more candid about his 
religion than. most Brahmins, who do be- 
lieve in mysticism and think it foolish to 
let the common herd into the secrets of the 
universe. This eandor compels our atten- 
tion, and if we cannot profit by reading the 
aphorisms of Patanjali we can at all events 
find much food for humble thought in the 
wise teaching of Vivekananda. Ww.

During. the’ first nineteen days. of this 
month the Building Department of the city 
issued permits for the erection of structures

Money for real estate investments is now 


‘more plentiful than at any previous time this . 


year. 

. These two features, together with the 
marked inquiry for real estate investments, 
were commented upon generally by archi- 
tects, builders, and real estate agents last 
week. While*the number of important 
sales is exceedingly Nmited the outiook is 
encouraging. Extensive transactions are 
long in maturing, and-the real condition of 
the market may not be reflected by the num- 
Ber of transfers for some time to come. 
Last week the character and volume of the 
transfers showed a favorable improvement 
as compared with the dullness of the 6um- 
mer months. ; 

The Building Department of the city re- 
ports a decided increase in the requests for 
permits. This improvement is not confined 
to any one part of the city, although the 
increase in the building operations on the 
South Side is particularly noticeable. It is 
late in. the season to begin operations on 
large structures, but a number are nearly 
ready for thé permits. Already the archi- 
tects are planning fora busy season next 
year. They believe the dullness which has 
made 18%6 memorable will be followed by a 
season of marked activity. . 

All the loan agencies report large funds 
offered for investment in Chicago real es- 
tate mortgages and the applications for 
loans are numerous. <A number of loans 

were completed last week by the filing of

Wants Real Estate Security. 


The high favorin which Chicago rea! estate 
is held as an investment is exhibited in a

for ninety-nine years, at figures which 

would make the transaction a feature of the 
r’s real estate business. Both the parties 
the deal have been desirous of its succesa- 
ful conclusion and have made concessions to 
bring about a satisfactory arrangement. In 
fact, the figures for the lease and the terms 

Were agreed on and the contracts signed 

when the question of the security was 

brought up by the lessor to insure the erec- 
tion of a large office building on the prem- 
ises. The lessee offered preferred stocks aud 
bonds, but these did not prove acceptable, 

although the amount was double the’ secur- 
ity demanded and the value of the hoidings 
unquestionable. Real estate security was 
demanded, and the deal hinges on the ability 

of the owner of the property to furnish the 
necessary property to cover the amount of 
the security aanaindied.

Stop-Order Selling Forces December 
Delivery Down to 74} Cents—Liver- 


pool Weak on. Reports of Rains in 
India—Improvement Helped by Cash 
Business and Bank Statement—Hog 
Receipts Less than Expected—South 
Water Strect Markets. 


Local cash engagements and an excellent 
bank statement helped to rally the wheat 
market from the extreme low point of the 
week toa firmclose. It was a nervous mar- 
ket; hard for scalpers to follow, There was 
an easy opening, an early rally without any 
particular reason, a period of demoraliza- 
tion, and a rally.during the latter part of the 
short session. The easy opening was due to 
reports of a break in the Indian drought and 
Liverpool cables quoting a décline equiv- 
alent to 24c. It is claimed that the rains in 
India are too late to do any good, but the 
reports were enough in themselves to dis- 
courage holders. ‘The Argentine advices 
averaged for a little more favorable crop 
outlook, but there was no change in the 
Australian situation. Foreigners were said 
to be free sellers at the opening, but the locai 
market did not show the effect of such sell- 
ing. The conspicuous buying of the morning 
was by Baldwin-Farnum and supposed to be 
for the “‘ Ro: kery crowd,” which sold freely 
on Friday. At.any event, December railied 
from 75%e to 76%c. Clearances for the week 
while below the total of the previous week 
were away in excess of those of the same 
week last season. The tone of Liverpool was 
again a factor and the market turned decid- 
edly weak. The breaks were so sharp that 
Speculators on the wrong side of the market 
had difficulty in getting out. A. lot of stop 
orders were struck around 75c and December 
wheat sold to 74\c. 


Market Becomes Oversold. 

The selling was overdcne, and there was a 
natural reaction which was helped by re- 
ports of a good cash wheat business and 
the big increase of deposits shown by New 
York banks. There was some buying: for 
long account on the theory that the in- 
fluence of Decémber liquidation had been 
fully discounted. The last price for De- 
cember, 5c, showed a net advance of 4@ 
%c. Northwestern receipts were 785 cars, 
or exactly the same as a year ago, against 
6S4 cars a week ago. For the week the re- 
ceipts exceeded those of the previous week 
by 40 per cent, and were less than for last 
season by 20 per cent. Clearances were 
equivalent to 350,000 bu, as against primary 
receipts and shipments of 643,000 bu and 
442,000 bu respectively. Publie cables quoted 
Liverpool 1d lower on spot wheat and 2d 
lower on futures. Paris was off 1 franc 5 
centimes to 60 centimes on flour, and lower 
Ant- 
werp was off %c on red winter wheat, and 
Berlin was lower by 1% marks. The local 
engagements of cash wheat aggregated 
about 185,000 bu. Norton-Worthington 


“worked a lot of 40,000 bu No, spring for ex- 


port, and a lot of 50,000 bu was sold by 
Weare at a premium, said to be 1%c. Lioyd 
Smith sold 87,000 bu No. 2 hard wheat, and 
there were several small milling lots.

Corn Receipts Do Not Increase. 


The corn market showed independent 
strength, especially toward the close. Late 
there was‘conspicuous buying by Baldwin- 
Farnum. Updyke and smaller shorts were 
active in covering. The crowd is féeling a 
trifle more bullish. Receipts are not in- 
creasing as fastas expected. The inspection 
showed 458 cars in, or 17 cars less than ex- 
pected, and 370 cars are expected on Mon- 
day.

Metropolitan to Assume Responsibil- 
ity for Elevated Securities. 


The Metropolitan Blevated railroad company 
will guarantee the $1,000,000 of bonds of the Con- 
solidated Elevated railroad company. The Con- 
solidated Elevated railroad company was in- 
corporated for the purpose of building the south 
line of the Union loop. The charter of the Union 
Elevated railroad company did not provide for 
the company’s building west of the river, and 
when it was found necessary to include that part 
of Van Buren street lying west of the river in 
order to get the majority of frontage a new com- 
pany was formed for that purpose. This is the 
company which had the franchise for building 
the entire line from Wabash avenue to Halsted 
street. The Union Elevated railroad company 
will, however, build that part of the line from 
Wabash uvenue to Fiffh avenue, and the bonds 
which have been issued by the original company 
will apply on that part of the loop running to 
Fifth avenue. Tne Metropolitan Llevated will 
make use of the shee angen | of the ordinance for 
building its eonnection with the loop. it will 
build south from its present structure in Market 
street to Van Buren, and in Van Buren to Fifth 
avenue. .In time it may build a single track 
structure from Market street to Halsted, but that 
is not Mkely to be done for some time, and there 
are many who do not believe it will ever be built. 
The bonds to the amount of $1,00u,000, which are 
to be issued, will only’ apply on that part of the 
road being built for the Metropolitan, and the 
Metropoliath will not only guarantee the bonds, 
but will become the owner of the line. This 
will make the bonded indebtedness of the Metro- 
politan $11,000,000, unless the $10,000,000 now 
outstanding is either increased or decreased.

One of the replies of history, which but 
for its anti-scriptural emphasis would have 
long since found its way into the school 
readers, was that of young Lieut. Cushing 
just as he was pushing the deadly torpedo 
Over the log boom against the Confederate 
ironclad Albemarle. 

* Who are you?” had been demanded by 
the startled outlook as the little Federal 
boat shot into sight from the darkness. 

* You'll d—d soon find out,”” was Cush- 
ing’s cheery answer as he shoved and ex- 
Ploded the torpedo against the Albemarle. 
Then, crash came the cannon’s blast from 
the now -hopelessly disabled ironclad, and 
into the water and the night went Cushing, 
happily to be finally rescued and find his 
way back to his ship again. 

“A more gallant deed the world never 
saw,’ said the frank Captain of the Albe- 
marle ever afterwards. 

I was recently told by a commander in the 
navy a little story of Cushing, which I do 
not remember to have seen in print, showing 
the doughty stuff he was made of even be- 
fore that wonderful attack upon the Albe- 
marle. The ship with which he had been 
connectéd was, earlier in the war, briefly 
detailed in Egyptian waters, watching for 
a wandering Confederate cruiser. One even- 
ing young Cushing was ashore at a table 
G*hote dinner in a hotel at Alexandria. Sev- 
eral officers of English warships then in the 
harbor were also at the table. One of them, 
a cockey young Lieutenant, sat directly op- 
posite Cushing and was marked in his im- 
pudent treatment of the latter. 

A Yankee naval officer was to our English- 
man, who plainly hadn’t read up much on 


ij the War of 1812, something uncommonly 


funny. After several nudgings of his fel- 
lows, who were inclined to at least be un- 
obtrusive and decent, and after a number of 
grimaces and other pantoniimic evidences of 
curiosity, our. gay Briton dropped his el- 
bows on the table, his chin upon his hands, 
and leaning his face, with a monocle in one 
eye and the necessary squint in the other, 
toward Cushing, proceeded to give the latter 
a wantonly insulting specimen of the British 
stare. 

Cushing quietly took out his card case and, 
holding a card by onal corners between 
his thumb and finger until it bent sufficiently 
to give it full projectile force, let it fly plump 
into the astonished lordling’s face. 

“IT presume you understand what that 
means?’ said Cushing. 

But before the wrathy young Englishman 
could reply his senior, a dignified Captain 
who had seen the whole performance, said 
to Cushing: “™ Yes, sir, he does understand, 
and the young puppy asks your pardon for 
his impertinence.”’ 

Then the whole English party, after shak- 
ing hands with Cushing, withdrew. The 
matter was reported to the Admiral of their 
fleet, a private but official reprimand given 
the gold-mounted snob who had caused the 
scene, and a written order was promulgated 
drawing the fleet’s attention to the fact that 
United States officers and sailors were to 
be treated in all social and official inter- 
course exactly like those of other nations. 
This was something in those days, when we 
hadn’/t much of a navy and the biggest kind 
of a war developing swiftly.on our hands. 
When this young Englishman a year or 
two later read of Cushing’s marvelous feat 
in sinking the Albemarle he must have 
realized more than ever that he had been 
fooling with something which was loaded 
clear to the mugzle. W. 8S. WALKER.

mete-is a pathetic aspect of life in some 


of the places beneath the surface that are 
located away from the business part of the 
city. These are made to serve as homes for 
human beings, but they are divested of every 
appurtenance that would make them habit- 
able except under stress _of extreme pov- 
erty. In one room, removed always from 
the light of day except for rare glimpses of 
sunlight that are filtered through dust-filled 
cracks, there frequently lives an entire fam- 
ily huddled together in squalid misery. Yet 
the touching experience has been presented 
to many an inquiring philanthropist of the 
comparative gratitude of these people for the 
kindness of fate in vouchsafing even this 
retreat from the cold, inquiring world.

The underground life in any large hotel in 
the city is, in some senses, its most impor- 
tant feature. Not only are many of the most 
important functions established for the prop- 
er entertainment and. refection of guests 
carried on below the surface of the streets, 
but almost everything that is eventually to 
be used in providing for their food and shelter 
is subterraneously stored. 

In the hotel basement are placed the boilers 
for the heating of the entire premises by 
steam. These, too, provide the power by 
which the complicated machinery used in the 
laundry and elsewhereis run. The laundry 
itself, with its rooms adjoining for the drying 
of clothes, is near by as a rule. 
Here are the shops for the  car- 
penters, upholsterers, cabinetmakers, gas- 
fitters, steamfitters, machinists, and all 
the other mechanics who do so muok in an 
unostentatious way to make the life of the 
sojourner easy and pleasant. In some of 
the older houses, though happily their num- 
ber is steadily decreasing, the scrubwomen 
and laundry girls have their living quarters 
below the surface of the ground, passing long 
lives away from the light of the lifegiving 
sun. It is said that there was an expert 
ironer in the old Grand Pacific Hotel who 
had not been out of the basement except for 
her meals more than a dozen times from the 
opening of the house in 1873 until its final 
closing in May, 1894.

In almost all well-ordered hotels in Chi- 


cago the house itself maintains a fire de-. 


partment. No matter how fire-proof the 
construction of the building may be, emer- 
gencies always arise. which mean the de- 
struction of property, if not of human life, 
unless immediate steps are taken, even be- 


‘fore an alarm of fire can be sounded. To 


this end, the employés are drilled as often 
as need be in the art of running with the 
hose which is placed in suitable reels all 
about the building. As the trouble is most 
likely to arise in the “ back of the house ’’— 
that is, the portion not used by the guests— 
most of the training takes place there; and, 
as the basement is by reason of the boilers 
perhaps the most liable to attack, much of it 
is transferred to the localities underground. 
Not long ago it came into the mind of a local 
hotel man that his fire brigade needed a 
full-dress rehearsal, so one was ordered to 
take place just after luncheon. 

It happened that there was a small yard- 
man or roustabout, Chimmie by name, who 
celebrated Christmas last year by drinking 
things which made him thoughtiess enough 
to fire off a large revolver in the bottom of 
the court, where it turned out to possess 
all. the acoustic powers of a Krupp gun. 
tle had been laid off for a month because of 
the fright he gave the dwellers in the court 
at that time. But Chimmie was taken back, 
partly because he was a good workman, 
partly through the exhibition of a peni- 
tence too evident not to be sincere. Still 
his enthusiastic habit’ of mind was in the 
thought of his superiors; since, on a former 
calling out of the department, he had 
velled “‘ Fire!’’ to such an extent that it re- 
quired much physical exertion to get his 


‘mouth closed before the whole house was 


aroused. On this particular occasion the 
burning material was. supposed to be in the 
laundry. As soon as the midday meal was 
over the steward rushed down in the base- 
ment and told the men who were standing 
about that the laundry was not on fire, but 
that they were to make believe it was and 
pring all the leads of hose they possibly 
could to bear upon it in the shortest possi- 
ble space of time. Chimmie happened to 
think of a hose reel in the pantry, two sto- 
ries above, and made a running jump for 
the.freight elevator, right by the door of 
which the reel was placed, and started on 
his upward journey. He opened the door 
fro elevator into the pantry before the. 
car was level with the floor, plunged out, 
forgetting to stop the apparatus in this ex- 
citement, leaped up, and caught the nozzle 


of the hose in both hands and stepped off 


into space by way of the shaft up which the 
elevator was proceeding with its usual de- 
liberation. . 

Fortunately for Chimmie his grip was 
good, and the particular reel to which he was 
devoting his attentions had not been used 
for so long that it was slow in unwinding. 
And as a result, before the men tn the base- 
ment were half way to the laundry with the 
hose nearest at hand, Chimmie pranced by 
them with a wild “‘ Whorroo!’’ pale but de- 
termined, and shouting, “‘Oi’m fi-r-rst, begor- 
ra!’ He will probably hold the record for 
celerity in that hotel until he dies.

This woman has the reputation of being 
rich—not the riches of the dweller on the 
boulevard, but the riches which mean the 
ability to pay her rent and keep life within 
her body without being obliged to go out, . 
day by day, and labor for it with her hands. 
In this opinion her neighbors are right— 
she is the widow of an officer who fell dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion, and her pen- 
sion just suffices to keep all the roofs there 
are in the Building over her head, living as 
she does far under the sidewalk.

HICAGO has won the reputation of 
being a city of skyscrapers. Its tow- 
ering buildings are objects of unique 
interest to visitors, for nowhere else 

in the world can so many lofty structures 
be seen within the same limited space. A 
logical result of this fact is that a large 
portion of the population spends its working 
hours at varying dizzy heights. The trans- 
portation lines pour the thousands into the 
businegs district in the early morning, they 
disappear in narrow doorways, and are swal- 
lowed up until released again from toil at 
night. Their life in the air is one of the 
fascinating features of the city’s individual- 
ity. The giant structures that house them 
are like miniature cities that palpitate with 
life with the rising of the sain, and slowly die 
away into great silent hulks as the sun goes 
down. But the myriad recesses into which 
these human beings are packed away during 
the day teem with every variety of human 
industry. They comprise the vital elements 
of the vast commercial interests of the com- 
munity, From them radiate the lines that 
connect Chicago with the business activities 
of every place in the civilized world, and 
into them pours at every hour of the day 
the flood of commercial exchange.

But the 
haughty mien of the janitor, before which 
all else quails does a powerful amount of 
quailing itself when it is breught before the 
august. personage who is boss of the build- 
ing, and he must be, “ like Cesar’s wife, 
above suspicion,’’ if he would hope to retain 
his job after a second serious breach of dis- 
cipline. For the discipline among the em- 
ployés about one of these big office homes is 
perfect,. and is kept so by the remorseless 
strictness of the ruler of the place.

The advent of woman in the business world 
as typewriter, cashier, and general assistant 
has done much to change the general atmos- 
phere of office life in these loftly structures. 
She has prought a certain restful influ- 
ence into the life that has had a marked 
effect in ameliorating many of the asperities 
of the struggle for existence.

An innovation that seems strange as yet 
is the elevation into the air of certain kinds 
of business that are supposed always to be- 
long to the street level. This is caused 
doubtless by the high rents for stores along 
the principal business streets and the possi- 
bility of remaining, if not on the street yet 
over it, by taking space in some of the office 
buildings. It is not infrequent, therefore, to 
see in some of the upper stories the signs of 
jewelers, milliners, oculists, and even tailors 
and barbers, and these pioneers in the 
change assert that the people are quickly 
becoming educated to the new conditions. 
The elevator has ceased to be much of a de- 
terrent to people who are accustomed to the 
exigencies of down-town life, and certainly, 
it is argued, possible patrons would prefer 
to ride at ease a few hundred feet into the 
air for the transaction of business than to 
make a long. pilgrimage to get to a retail 
store on @ side street. As an Mmdication of 
the extremes that are often side by side, a 
man a few days ago emerged from a cellar, 
and, meeting a friend, informed him that the 
barber shop he had just left was crowded 
and ‘jhe was ‘going to try one on the tenth 
floor of the next building.

WHY LEFT-HAND TRACK JS USED. 


Reason for the Method of Running 
Trains Praeticed by the North- 
western Road. 


People who live along the line of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, where 
there is a double track, have often asked the 
question: “‘ Why is it that the trains run in 
and out on the left-hand track?” 

In the case of the Northwestern and in a 
few other instances the time-honored rule, 
‘‘ Keep to the right,” is disregarded, and the 
engineer rides over the tnside rail Instead of 
the outer one. At Chief Engineer Brunt’s 
office it is claimed that there are arguments 
for and against running ahead on the left- 
hand track.’ The Northwestern has made 
this its custom eince the road was first 
built, the main argument in its favor being 
that the engineer ean better keep both 
tracks under his watch. When running 
ahead on the right-hand track there is al- 
ways a short distance immediately abead of 
the engine whicn he cannot cover with his 
eye, while if he keeps the right-hand track 
to the right he can at all times keep both 
tracks square in front of him. However, it 
is awkward to most engineers who prefer 
to run under the old rule of keeping to the 
right. This is evidenced by the fact that 
most of the roads stick to the old custom. 

The Northwestern people say that they 
will adhere to their present practice because 
were they to change it it would be neces- 
sary to change the locations of all the dg- 
pots, which are always on the near side of 
inbound trains. It would be unsafe to com- 
pel engers to cross the tracks from the 
depot, where they alw wait until the 
train arrives. If they had to cross over they 
would be running in front of the train and 
lives would be in danger. ers who 
get off on the side opposite the depot dis- 
perse at once after the train pulls out, and 
there is no danger in crossing. 

The present plan of running ahead on the 
left-hand track is in vogue all over the 
Northwestern system where there is a 
double track, and it is doubled from Chicago 
to Belle Plaine, ka., and to Milwaukee, Work 
on doubling the Wisconsin teen onthe be 
commenced soon.

THEY CHANGE THE FACE OF TIME. 


French Scientists Introduce a New Di- 
vision of the Day Based on a 
Decimal System. 


Father Time in the future is likely to work 
on a decimal system. At least, this will 
be the case if a new method of dividing the 
day, which has recently been introduced in 
France, is generally adopted. 

The new arrangement does away with 
the old friend of the noonday luncher and 
the midnight reveler, 12 o’clock, entirely. 
It also removes the hour of 11. Instead of 
the twelve sections into which the face of 
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FRENCH SYSTEM OF MARKING CLOCK

the clock is now divided it makes only ten. 
The effect, it is claimed, is approximately 
the same as regards mental wear and tear 
as the change from an irregular to a decl- 
mal currency or table of weights and meas- 
ures, The labor of calculation is diminished 
by two-thirds and the chance of mathemat- 
ical error is lessened from four to one. 

The decimal system of counting time in- 
troduced in Fratrice divides the day from 
midnight to the midnight following into 100 
equal parts: These are known as “ ces.” 
Bach of these “ces” is divided into “ de- 
cices,"’ or tenths, “ centices,”’ or hundredths, 
and ‘“‘ millices,” or thousandths. One of the 
main divisions, or “‘ ces,” is equal to four- 
teen minutes and twenty-four seconds, or 
almost one-quarter of an hour. 

The system is now in use at the Gcograph- 
ical Bureau of the French army, where it 
has been found an immense improvement 
cver the usual method of measuring time. 
as it allows more rapid and much more 
exact calculation. It is said that when one 
has becomie used to the division into hun- 
dredths and decimal parts it is much eas- 
fer to keep track of the passage of time 
even when it is not engaged in calculation 
of which it is a factor, but the change from 
the present way is so radical that it is not 
believed it will be adopted for everyday 


use in the immediate future, at least, though 


it is claimed that the change must ultimate- 
ly be made,

From this he received his first inspiration to 
After many hardships 
and privations at 20 years of age he man- 
aged to get to Munich, where he became the 
pupil of Piloty and Leibl, and here his 
reputation began. 

In 1867 he went to Paris and settled there, 
and in 1870 he painted his “ Last Days ofa 
Condemned Man,” his first great success. 
It won him a medal and it was purchased 
by Miss Catherine Wolfe for $6,000, and al- 
though Goupil afterwards offered him three 
times that sum he refused to break his con- 
tract. Then followed a series of important 
works until 1878, when he exhibited his *‘ Mil- 
ton Dictating ‘ Paradise Lost’ to His 
Daughters;” which won him a medal of 
honor and was afterwards bought for the 
Lennox Library in New York. 

After this he commenced a series of large 
canvases and a period of large prices, begin- 
ning with his ‘‘ Christ Before Pilate,”” His 
‘ Crucifixion” and ‘‘ Last Moments of 
Mozart”’’ did not attain the standard of 
his *‘‘ Christ Before Pilate,’’ and his “* Ar-

A new cantata, *‘ King Olaf,’’ based on verses 
by Longfellow and Acworth, to which Mr. Elgar 
wrote a musical setting, was brought out at the 
North Staffordshire festival recently held at 
Henley. An English critic says: ‘* In this sort 
of work Mr. Elgar is far more at home than in 
his oratorio, ‘The Light of Life,’ which he 
composed for the Worcester festival a month or 
two ago. The choral scene in which the one-eyed 
god, Odin, enters unannounced at the feast, and 
the love duet, are among the best numbers of an 
altogether effective cantata. Olaf, it may be re- 
membered,was an early Christian whose idea of the 
religious propaganda was limited to-matrimony 
and the sword. In the cantata he weds three 
times, on each occasion insisting that his wife 
shall embrace the Christian faith. The Danish 
lady who refuses he smites on the cheek with an 
iron glove, In the last scene this militant Chris- 
tian is killed in a naval battle.’’ 


Clifford Theater Plans. 

Clifford’s Gaiety Theater, which occupies 
the site of the old Brunswick billiard hall 
on Washington street, between La Salle and 
Clark streets, will be opened on the evening 
of Dec. 1 under the direction of Manager 
David Henderson. Mr. Henderson an- 
nounces that light opera, extravaganza, and 
burlesques of the best order will constitute 
the attractions of the new theater. The 
Galety will have no duplicateinthecity. In 
construction it will resemble the style of 
theaters known to France and Germany 
devoted to this class of productions. There 
will be about thirty-four boxes. The par- 
quet will be after the style of the “ pit ” 
in the English theaters, the entire lower

It is intended 
to produce the first about Christmas. This 
is entitled ‘‘ Zenda’s King; or, The Merry 
Maidens and the Lords.” The story is 
founded on Anthony Hope’s famous romance. 
The music is by Englander of the “ Passing 
Show ” celebrity. 

Performances will be given every night, 
including Sunday, and there will be matinées 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays. Arrange- 
ments have been made with Mr. Gustave 
-Luders for Sunday afternoon concerts by the 
Chicago Philharmonic Orchestra. The high- 
est price for reserved seats on the main floor 
will be 50 cents. Balcony prices will range 
~ from 50 cents to a dollar and a half, in the 
boxes. The balcony will be known as the 
*“‘ dress circle.”” The family circle will all be 
reserved, at 25 cents a seat. 

It was intended to open the house about the 
middie of November, but unavoidable delays 
occurring in the construction prevented Mr 
Henderson and Mr. Clifford from carrying 
out their plan. An extra large force of me- 
chanics, laborers, and painters, also elec- 
tricians, are working on the house night and 
day, and the opening will take place as an- 
nounced.

CIVIL SERVICE TAKES ANOTHER STRIDE. 
The Board of Education has acted wisely 
in adopting a civil service policy for the 
guidance of future appointments of its 
employés. By yielding to the undoubted 
| wishes of the people the board has placed 
itself in harmony with the system which 
prevails in all the other departments of the 
city. There has been a protracted opposi- 
tion to the change, based on various plausi- 
ble grounds, and it appears to be due largely 
to the, persistent and admirable efforts of 
Mr. Gross that his fellow-menibers hate 
been induced finally to set their faces in 
the right direction. 
board is outside the jurisdiction of the city 
Civil Service Commission, and must adopt 
a system and rules ofits own, is not a ma- 
terial factor provided the civil service spirit 
obtains in the establishing of the system. 
The members of the board in a short time 
will find cause for gratification that all its 
600 or more employés have been taken away 
from the spoils system. The result will be 
a pronounced improvement in the caliber 
of clerks, janitors, and other appointees, 
who will be put in office on the merit plan. 

Under the system that prevails now the 
members have been harassed, or flattered, 
perhaps, by the perpetual applications for 
places. They have fallen into the habit of 
dividing up the patronage in such a way 
that personal interests would not conflict, 
each one to have his share of the spoils, 
and none to interfere with the prerogatives 
of any other. This happens inevitably 
when offices become patronage.. But it is 
equally inevitable that when sympathy 
and personal interest are permitted to in- 
finence or control the judgment of the ap- 
pointing power rather than competency or 
merit the result must be disastrous. It 
cannot fail that the class of employés will 
be inferior. .They will lack the essential 
requisite of a good workman, the incentive 
to work to the: best of his abilities. They 
are sure to be affected by the knowledge 
that their positions were given to them for 
some cause other than merit, and that con- 
tinued employment does not depend on 
conscientious service, but on diplomacy in 
keeping on the. right side of the patron 
Commissioner. The aggregate result of 
this condition, therefore, is that the board 
obtains a class of employés far inferior to 
those who could gain prefermernt from a 
private corporation and inferior to those 
whom the members of the board would em- 
ploy if they were acting in their individual 
capacities. 

By this change to civil service the board 
will experience the same good results as are 
beginning to be felt by the city. Civil serv- 
ice rules have been in operation among city 
employés for about a year, and probably 
about one-tenth of, the city’s servants have 
come into office under this system of merit. 
The proportion is. not large—only about one- 
tenth—but the beneficent results of the 
change are already apparent in the im- 
proved morale and the stratum of higher 
excellence that has been imbedded in the 
government service. The men who have 
won their positions by their personal attain- 
ments are showing a readiness to do better 
work and more of it, and their example has 
operated as a distinct incentive to the other 
employés to strive for similar success. As 
the years go by, and these men employed 
under the old system are weeded out for in- 
competency and other reasons and are re- 
placed by others whose only “ pull” has 
been their merit, this improvement in the 
local government will become more and 
more conspicuous. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that 
there are persons in the city who are not 
in favor of a civil service system. It is dis- 
tasteful to many of the “ practical politi- 
cians ” who pretended and pretend to favor 
it, for it deprives them of their largest cap- 
ital, the spoils of office. It is intolerable, of 
course, to that great army of minor political 
workers who have been accustomed for 
years to look upon these city positions as 
their rightful possessions and just rewards. 
It is probable, also, that many unworthy 
men have slipped into the Legislature this 
year under the cover of the dust of a cam- 
paign fought out exclusively in the interests 
of bigger men, and that these legislators 
will be willing to obey their bosses if the 
bosses tell them to repeal this civil service 
law or emasculate it. 

It will be necessary, therefore, at the 
coming session of the Legislature, to watch 
closely all legislation or proposed legislation 
on this subject. The members from Cook 
County who may secretly. desire to do away 
with the law or its effectiveness doubtless 
would not dare to array themselves openly 
or prominently against it, but would attempt 
| to gain their end by using complacent 

country members as a medium of attack. 
No such, insidious efforts to strangle the 
merit system will be tolerated. If there is 
room for improvement in the law, and if 
changes in detail are to be made, the work 
must be done by the friends of the law and 
not by its enemies. The people of Chicago 
took a mighty stride forward in municipal 
government when they declared by a ma- 
jority of about 60,000 votes that civil service 
regulations must contro] appointments to 
official position. There has never been any 
sign of a change in the sentiment of the 
public on this question, and poiiticians are 
warned against attempting to rob the city 
of one of its most beneficent features. 

This newspaper will keep a sharp lookout 
for any schemes to kill or weaken this merit 
law and will be prompt tosound the alarm 
and point out the conspirators if any 
dare show their heads. Most of the other 
Chicago newspapers undoubtedly will be 
eager to exercise a similar zeal in protecting 
the efficiency of the city government from 
the plots of spoils hunters. Civil service 
is here to stay, and the man who presumes 
to defy the people on such an issue must be 
consigned t to 0 political M oblivion.

The ordinance by which the Council trans- 

ferred the Lake-Front Park to the South 

Park Board will be null and void if the con-

‘sent to the transfer of a majority of the 


Michigan avenue frontage concerned is not 
secured by next Friday. 

Thus far the necessary number of con- 
sents has not been obtained. This is due to 
a difference of opinion between the Park 
Board and the management of the Field 
Columbian Museum in reference ’. ‘the 
exact location of that museum. The 
board wants the site left’ undeter- 
mined, to be fixed by it at some 
future period. Those who have the inter- 
ests of the museum at heart want a good 
site and they desire to have the selection 
made now. ‘They wish nothing left to 
chance or caprice. 

There are only four days left in which 
to get the nécessary signatures. If they 
are not obtained, because of this difference 
of opinion, the property will revert to the 
city. Then. all the work expended in get- 
ting the ordinance through will be thrown 
away. It may be difficult to persuade the 
Council to take the subject up again. 

No petty points should be insisted on to 
the prejudice of the interests of the Field 
Columbian Museum. That‘will be to Chi- 
cago before a generation has gone by what 
the great museums of London, Paris, and 
New York are to those cities. 

It will be crowded with all that is rare, 
beautiful, and instructive in nature and art. 
Gifts will flow in upon it from all quarters. 
Men will bequeath it their valuable collec- 
tions or will deposit them with it for per- 
manent safekeeping while still alive. 

The museum will become the great pride 
and attraction of Chicago. It will be a 
source of unalloyed delight all through the 
vear. Few visit the parks in winter, but in 
winter and summer the museum will be 
thronged. 

Since the museum is to mean so much to 
Chicago no impediment should be put in irs 
way. No trifling disagreements should 
check its progress. Mr. Field gave a mill- 
ion to start it. He brought the institution 
into existence. He is a liberal-minded man, 
and as he has not been forgetful thus fart of 
the city where he has made his reputation 
and his wealth he will not be forgetful of it 
in the future. Nothing should be done’ to 
Giscourage his generosity. 

When interests of-as much importance as 
those involved in the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum are at stake it is not well to wrangle 
over points which are not vital. All Chi- 
cagoans want to see that institution brought 
down-town and given more aceessible quar: 
ters on the Lake-Front. They do not care 
just where on that ground it is to go, but 
they want to see it finely housed somewhere 
there. 

Therefore, since only a few days are left 
in which to act, the South Park Board and 
the museum management should get to- 
gether at once and harmonize their little 
difficulties. A spirit of concession and com- 
promise should rule the hour. 


THE ILLINOIS INHERITANCE TAX LAW. 

A few weeks ago the County Judge of 
Adams Oounty gave a decision sustaining 
the constitationality of the inheritance tax 
law of 1895. On Friday Judge Carter of 
this county held in a case brought before 
him that the law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it “ causes unjust discrimination be- 
tween persons, is arbitrary, unreasonable, 


and not based upon sound principles of pub- 


lie policy.’ 

Both these cases will go to the Supreme 
Court, and the questions involved will be 
argued thoroughly before that tribuual. 
The conclusions it will reach will become 
known about a year hence. The probabili- 
ties are that the court will agree with Judge 
Carter. As the Legislature will have ad- 
journed by the time its decision is given 
the State is not likely to get any money 
from an inheritance tax for some time to 
come. 

That provision of the law on which Jaidge 
Carter bases his adverse decision is the 
one regulating the rate of tax paid when 
property is devised to persons not of kin 
to the testator or when property goes to 
very remote heirs. On estates of $10,000 
and less the tax is 3 per cent; between 
$10,000 and $20,000 4 per cent; between 
$20,000 and $50,000 5 per cent. 

So,. as Judge Carter puts it: 

A person who is entitled to a legacy of $10,- 
001 is taxed $400.04, and will receive only 
$9,509.96, while a person who has a legacy of only 
$10,000 is taxed $300, and actually receives.$9,700, 
or about $100 more than the person who under the 
will wae entitled to the larger legacy. Again, the 
person who receives more than $50,000 is taxed 
$600 on the first $50,000, while the person who re- 
ceives only $50,000 is taxed $500 on it. 

Then the Judge asks: 

Is this reasonable? is this. as the Ohio Su- 
preme Court says, ‘‘ equal protection’’? Why 
should a man who has a right to receive $50,000 
worth of property be only taxed $500 while a man 
who receives an estate exceeding $50,000 is taxed 
on an equal amount $600? 

Is there any distinction in rights and priv- 
ilewes that differentiates in any important partic-+ 
ulars the persons who under this law receive 
$20,000 and no more from the class of persons 
who under this law receive by will $20,0017 


Certainly this discrimination is not reason- 
able, nor are .the other discriminations 
which are found in the law. Where the 
property goes to children or other immediate 
heirs those who receive less than $20,000 
pay nothing. Those who receive over $20,- 
000 become subject to taxation. There is 
the same desire to let off the majority that 
is shown in the exemption provision of the 
unconstitutional Federal income tax law, 

That law seems to have had an influence 
on the Legislatures of several States and to 
have prompted the enactment of inheritance 
tax laws bristling with inequitable and dis- 
criminating features. 

The real question for the Supreme Court 
to decide when these pending cases get be- 
fore it is whether the Illinois Legislature 
has the constitutional power to enact any 
ipheritance tax law whieh puts at defiance 
the rule of uniformity. 

In all taxation for State end-lecal pur- 
poses the tax is levied on the property and 
not the person, It is levied on the prop- 
erty in proportion to its value. It is as- 
sumed that all property is protected in ac- 
cordance with its value, and should be 
taxed in the same proportion. It is as-

and should pay ten times as much taxes. 

The farther a Legislature diverges from 
this rule of equal taxation for equal pro- 
tection the more certain it is to go astray. 
The motive which prompts an abandonment 
of this rule is a desire to relieve from any | 
taxation those who have less property and 
make those who in. .> more property bear 
the entire burden. ~ 

That motive was behind «he income tax 
law, with its inequitable exemption. That 
motive inspires the demand for graduated | 
income tax laws to confiscate the possession 
of the most capable and energetic members 
of the community, The men who favor | 
such-laws wish to take from the leaders 
of great enterprises all incentive to exer- 
tion, and are therefore enemies of the-com- 
munity,

ALTGELD AND FREE RIOT TO GO. 

Neither in: the manifestoes of Bryan and 
Jones nor in the post mofttem remarks of 
other prominent .Popocrats,; with the ex- 
ception of Altgeld, is there any mention 
made of the free riot plank of the Chicago 
platform. The Popocratic mourners all say 
that the war for free coinage must go on, 
They do not refer to the war on the author- 
ity of the General Government and on the 
Supreme Court. They do not insist that 
Debsism must be indorsed in 1900. 
‘The special Altgeld plank of the platform 
seems to be silently abandoned by all except 
its author. Bryan indorsed that plank at 


-some length in his letter of acceptance, but 


he does not mention it in his after election 
address. Debsism was indorsed at Chicago 
merely on account of Altgeld. It was the 
price paid for his support. Without him 
there would not have been a free silver 
delegation from Hlinois. 

The Popocratic leaders became satisfied 
early in the campaign that the Altgeld 
plank-was a blunder, and hence, with the 
exception of Bryan, Altgeld, and Debs, they 
had not a word to say in defense ofit. They 
are satisfied now that it cost them many 
votes... Men who so hated to break with 
their party that they were wilting to swal- 
Jow free coinage could not stomach the 
assault on the Supreme Court and the au- 
thority of the General Government. 

The price: paid for Altgeld’s support in 
1896 will not be paid in 1900. It is too 
great. Nor will his support be worth any- 
thing then. He will not be Governor of 
Illinois and the head of the Democratic 
machine. 

The,election being over the task of throw- 
ing overboard the dangerous cargo and the 
Jonab& has been commenced. Altgeld, Debs, 
and Tillman will have to go, and with them 
their free riot and State supremacy doc- 
trines. Before 1900 comes Bryan and free 
silver may share the same fate. 
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DOZEN YEARS OF LAND-GRABBING. 
Since Lord Rosebery’s reference in his 
speech on_the Armenian question fo the 
gradual growth of the landed possessions of 
Great Britain certain German papers have 
been taking special pleasure in denouncing 
the British as “ land-grabbers.” There is 
no doubt that Great Britain is a “ land- 
grabber,” but for Germany or several other 
European nations to apply the term to 
Great Britain as an epithet is for the pot to 
reproach the kettle with being black. : The 
fact is that for a dozen years the great na- 
tions of Europe have been grabbing land 
with the eagerness of a Chicagoowaif at a 
Christmas feast. - 

Twelve years ago, including the home 
territory, Great Britain possessed 8,530,770 
square miles, France 869,000, Germany 
208,670, Italy 110,620, and Belgium 11,370 
square Miles. During the last twelve years 
Great Britain has added to its possessions 
2,599,090 square miles, or one-third its area; 
France 2,726,000, or four times its area; 
Germany 1,023,070, or six times its area; 
Italy 500,000, or five and a half times its 
area; and Belgium 1,000,000, or eighty-nine 
times its area. During these years the five 
nations have added to their possessions 
nearly 8,000,000 square miles. 

It is noticeable that upon the basis of the 
scripture measure that the servant who 
possessed five talents, and by making use of 
these was rewarded with five talents more, 
Great Britain has not fared so well nor Been 
so Vigorous a larid-grabber as the other na- 
tions, Germany being exceeded only by Bel- 
gium. For the most part Africa has been 
the scene of the .land-grabbing mania, 
though not exclusively. Great Britain, 
which had been acquiring land outside the 
mother country for 500 years, previous to 
1884 possessed over 8,530,770 square miles 
of territory, including 3,600,000 in America, 
3,085,000 in Australia, 1,414,130 in Asia, 
and 300,000 in Africa. Since that year it 
has added about 2,000,000 square miles to 
its possessions in Africa, about 500,000 in 
Asia, 90,000 in Australasia, and 4,000 in 
America. The amount of land acquired in 
Africa would have been larger but for the 
prompt action of Germany, which took pos- 
session of the Cameroon just as Great 
Britain was ready to seizqa it. The new 
African -territory was what may be calléd 
virgin land, ready for any strong power that 
might be able to take possession of it. In 
Asia the situation was different, Great 
Britain taking possession of Upper Burma 
and other small but old territories nom- 
inally for the protection of India. In 
America the increase was in British Guiana, 
and in Australasia in New Guinea. In 
Great Britain’s new African territory 
Egypt is not included, which is nominally 
tributary t> Turkey, nor the large part of 
the Malhidist’s territory recently, conquered 
by British troops. When Egypt is added to 
the British Empire, as it no doubt will be 
when the partition of Turkey takes place, 
and the conquest of the Soudan is com- 
pleted, Great Britain will possess an almost 
continuous territory through Africa from 
Alexandria on the north to the Cape’ of 
Good Hope on th: sonth. 

Though France has. not been in the for- 
eign land business as long as Great Britain, 
its foreign possessions previous to 1884 
g@monnted to more than 665,000 square 
miles. Of these 600,000 square miles were 
in Africa, including Algeria, Tunis, Sene- 
gambia, and the Gaboon; 56,000 square 
miles in* Asia, including Cochin-Chiva pud 
Cambodia; and 9,000 square miles in Ocean- 
ica, including Néw Caledonia. 
she has added about 2,400,000 square miles 
to her African possessions, embracing Mad- 
agascar, a vast area in the north from the 
Mediterranean across the Sahara to Tim- 
puctoo, ‘and 4 vast region uortheast from 
the Congo toward the Nile. In Asia she has 
added Tongking, Anam, and portions of 
Siam, increasing her Asiatic possessions 
from 56,000 to 282,000 square miles. 

Previous to 1884 Germany did not possess 
a ‘single - square mile of colonial territory. 
While professing to have née colonial ¢mbi- 
tion, Bismarck was preparing the way for 
acquisition by encouraging private énter- 
prise, and” when ‘the ‘conditions became fa-

The grabbing of virgin territory must now 
cease, for there is scarcely any more that is 
not nominally in the possession of one of the 
Buropean powers. There is a vast area

The belief that 
China’‘had irresistible strength in the num- 
bers and tireless energy of her population, 
which has been a protection to her from the 
ambitious schemes of European nations, 
was demonstrated by the war with Japan to 
be a delusion, and that, on the contrary, she 
was one of the weakest of nations, This 
weakness, however, may be overcome by the 
adoption of modern means of defense.

REFORMS FOR THE CRIMINAL COURTS. 

The movement among the Judges of 
Cook County to obtain legislation that will 
correct some of the abuses that exist in the 
court practice bas acquired a momentum 
that should result in radical reforms. The 
Judges of all the courts of record in the 
county will meet -on Nov. 27, when it is 
expected committees will be appointed to 
draft bills or amendments in accordance 
with the suggestions of the various Judges. 
These will be sent to the Justices of the 
Illinois Supréme Court with an urgent rec- 
ommendation that they be pusbed before 
the Legislature. Judge Tuley, who is a 
leader in the judicial reform crusade, bases 
a hope for success on the unanimity of the 
action by the Cook County Judges. He 
regards joint action as necessary. however, 
because of an experience frequently re- 
peated in the past when individual recom- 
mendations of this character have been 
ignored either by the Supreme Court or 
the Legislature. 

Among the bills to be submitted will be 
one providing for the establishment of a 
court of criminal correction. It is pro- 
posed that in this court “ all offenses of a 
lower grade than penitentiary shall be 
tried immediately without delay upon in- 
formation filed by the State’s-Attorney, be- 
fore a jury of six, or, if necessary, of 
twelve.” This seems to be a desirable ad- 
dition to the Criminal Court system. It 
will hasten the disposition of those nu- 
merous petty cases which now clog impor- 
tant.business and would provide for them 
a speedy and adequate tral, where now 
they consume as much timg as the cases of 
serious import. There mut be no attempt 
made, however, to create afly more Judzes. 
There are Judges enough, and one or more 
of them can be assigned to this new court, 


‘which will lessen the amount of work to be 


done in the present Criminal Court. The 
change can be made without adding to the 
county expenses. 

Another important change that will be 
advocated for the criminal courts is to per- 
mit the Judge to give oral instructions to 
the jury. The State Bar Association, the 
Chicago Bar Association, nearly all the 
Judges, and a host of other persons have 
indorsed this proposition, and it has every 
virtue to commend its adoption. It will 
give the Judge an opportunity to interfere 
with attorneys ‘*‘ when they take advantage 
of the ignorance of the jurymen on law 
matters,”’ and enable him to present clearly 
to the jurors salient points which may have 
been obseured. 

If the Judges concentrate their efforts 
on a few reforms that are designed to cor- 
rect the more crying evils they will havea 
better chance of success than by trying to 
correct all at once. The lesser reforms 
can then be accomplished more readily 
after a beginning | has been made. 
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COIN HARVEY THE ONLY FREE SIL- 
VER BENEFICIARY. 

The really conspicuous feature of the 
aftermath of the late free silver unpleasant- 
ness is the plutocratic complacency of the 
individual known as Coin Harvey. He ap- 
pears to be about the only person mixed up 
in that fantastic tangle who has come out 
of it better off than when he wentin. For 
him it appears to have been simply a finan- 
cial speculation that proved extremely prof- 
itable. He got out his little book entitled 
* Coin’s Financial School ”’ about two years 
ago, and a wilder or more preposterous pub- 
lication was never put in type; certainly 
nothing so grotesque on the monetary ques- 
tion had ever been offered to the people asa 
serious treatise. With the shrewdness of an 
experienced confidence man, however, he 
set forth his absurd fallacies so deftly that 
the work bore an air of plausibility that car- 
ried conviction to sithple people who were 
not able to discern the misstatements of 
facts and the bad reasoning. It seems in- 
credible, yet it is true, that he really per- 
suaded many persons that 50 cents’ worth of 
silver could be coined into a dollar and 100 
cents’ worth of gold could be coined into a 
dollar, and that these two dollars would 
circulate side by side, the cheap coin being 
accepted as the equal of the other. 

Iiundreds of thousands of copies of the 
book were sold, and it was so catchy and 
exerted such a potent influence on the peo- 
ple who were deceived by its picturesque 
and clouded falsities that he was able to 
capture the Democratic party and induce it 
to incorporate his ridiculous ideas in the 
Chicago platform. He also brought enough 
influence to bear on the Populists to per- 
suade them to draw back somewhat from 
their advanced position and adept his 16 to 1 
lunacy. 

Harvey, however, is not much of a talker, 
and in casting about for a man to push his 
theories hit on Bryan, who appeared to be 
the gabbiest man on the political horizon. 
Bryan accordingly started out on his wan- 
derings, shouting “16 to 1” wherever as 
many as a score of men would listén to him, 
while Harvey attended strictly to business 
and pocketed the cash. Evidently he got

higher in authority and whose added re- 
sponsibility was yalued at $50 to $70 a month 
by the company. - 

She also discovered that ten hours at a 
stretch at a telephone board was no joke, 


‘but the hours were shorter than on .the 


elevated, the operating room was well light- 
ed, warm, and pleasant, and there was a 
mild excitement about the work which kept 
her tn good spirits. 

She formed the acquaintance of one,of the 
night operators, and once when she had a 
day off she went down and helped her 


through her “ watch,”” which was from 8_ 


o’ clock in the-evening until the day operator 
came’on at 8 o'clock next morning. The 
* dog watch,” from 6 to 8 o’clock p. m., was 
taken by the “‘ specials.’’ 

Night Watch Is Preferable. 


The night watch is one eagerly sought for 
by many operators because there ia less 
work.to do, and while the hours are long, the 
fascination of the night is irresistible. The 
newspaper offices, clubs, and saloons are 
the principal night patrons, The great of- 
fice ,buildings that throb and thrill with 
nervous energy, and where hundreds of 
wires hum and howl with calls during the 
day, are silent and asleep. Occasionally 
at night a belated subscriber in one of these 
great beehives sends in a call, and some- 
times a call is sent to an office there, but 
the bell is not answered, and its unbroken 
echoes ring out through the deserted halls. 

Night operators have more liberty, and in 
the absence of the alert ‘“‘ specials” find 
many opportunities to shorten the hours by 
brief gossip with friends in other exchanges 
over the wires.:. After midnight the oper- 
ators often sit idle for hours, except for an 
occasional call from a club or a hotel, but 
the moment the alarm of fire is sounded the 
little white disks rattle down in showers and 
the operator is besieged by anxious inquiries 
within her district from people who want to 
know its location. : 

About 5 o’clock in. the morning the busi- 
ness of the day begins. Transfer companies, 
railroad warehouses, milk depots, bakeries, 


| and market places become active, and by 6 
-o’clock a great portion of the working world 


is actively awake. From that hour until the 
day operators come on at 8 o’clock the night 
watch is hard pressed to answer the calls. 
The most expert operators are employed at 
night because in the early morning hours 
they are called upon to do the most rapid 
work. 

' Little Mise Nicklegate’s two weeks’ pro- 
bation proved that she had a good telephone 
ear, that her nerves were steady, and her 
temper unassailable. She was put on the 
pay roll at $6 a week with a promise of 
better things in the future. 


Annoyances of the Work. 


She. was often subjected to insults from 
irate and drunken subscribers, or their cus- 
tomers whd used their instruments, ‘but the 
company was always prompt to profect op- 
erators, and any objectionable conduct on 
the part of people at the other end of the 
wire was punished by the temporary loss of 
the service. 

One of the greatest annoyances to which 
Miss Nicklegate was subjected was the con- 
stant attempts of tallow-brained youths to 
flirt with her. She always met such at- 
tempts by promptly cutting off conversation 
and renewing it only when the would-be 
masher expressed an intention of confining 
himself strictly to business. Invitations to 
suppers, the theaters,: and other places of 
amusement were common and she was daily 
complimented by susceptible subscribers 
on the sweetness of her voice. But the liftle 
woman stuck steadily to her work and kept 
an eye on. possible promotion. : 

The work often grew monotonous, but oc- 
casionally it was enlivened by the remarka- 
ble effects produced by the crossing of wires 
or other accidents by which the remarks of 
numerous subscribers were poured into fer 
long-suffering ear in disjointed fragments. 


Goed Services Are Appreciated. 


In six months little Miss Nicklegate was 
the best operator in the exchange and her 
salary had been raised to $36 a month, the 
highegt notch for that class. It was high 
time, too, for it had required the closest 
economy to make $6 a week pay her board 
and laundry bills and car fare. The truth 
is, she had never been able to make it go 
around.and been compelled to draw upon 
her slender savings little by little until the 
balance jnthesavings bank was pitifully 
small. It seemed to her that the big figures 
in red fmk in her precious little bank book 
mocked her. But with $9 a week! Ah, that 
was another story. It meant—safety—as 
long as she did not fall sick—and a new dress 
and a hat in the spring, and perhaps—well, 
a new wrap might possibly be saved out of 
it—but that was actually on the borderland 
of dreams. ss i 

Before the new spring styles were out 
and before the little woman had begun to 
scan the big advertisements in the Sunday 
papers for bargains in the cloak line she 
had been promoted to the position of chief 
operator. She was notdnformed by the stif- 
fiy starched young man in the manager’s of- 
fice what her salary would be, and the little 
woman, whose hopes were now soaring sky- 
ward, was obliged to content herself with his 
melancholy smile and the remark that he 
“hoped she would not be disappointed.”’ 

So, when next monthly payday she opened 
the tight little yellow envelope and slowly 
counted out an even dozen new $5 silver 
certificates she almost had heart failure. 
Sixty dollars a month was more money 
than she had ever earned in her life. She 
had been four years working up to it—three 


with the elevated and one with the tele- 


phone. company—tut as she rustled the bills 
through her fingers and thought of the vast 
possibilities they promised the time seemed 
not so long after all. 


What the Chief Operator Hears. 


The principal duty of a chief operator is 
to sit at a desk in the rear of the operators 
at the big board, with a receiver strapped 
to her ear, connected with the switch board, 
and listen to the conversation from the 
wires. She supplies the gap in the work of 
the “ specials,’’ and her authority extends 
over twenty or twenty-five girls and their 
“ specials.’’ She is selected for her coolness, 
tact, and executive qualities, and is regarded 
with good-natured envy by all the other 
girls. : 

As little Miss Nicklegate sat at her desk 
in the big operating room and listened to 
the fragments of talk that came in over 
the wire many queer things were poured into 
her ear. Sometimes she imagined that she 
‘was a sort of public confessor for all sorts 
of people; and her own troubles were often 
forgotten in the more serious ones of others 
as she listened to them as they came over 
the wires. She was the unwilling confidant 
of lovers, husbands, bereaved ones, mashers 
and silly girls.

VOTE IN THEIR HUNDREDTH YEAR 


Isanc Thompson and J. C. Mears Cast 
Ballots in lllinois atan Ad- 
waneed Age. * 


Two old men, whoss ages reach far beyond 
the common span of life, voted for McKin- 
ley in Illinois. Isaac Thompson cast his 
ballot at Steward, Lee County, and J. C. 
Mears at La Grange. Their ages differ by 
enly ten days and one has now passed the 
century mark. 

When Isaac Thompson—* Father” Isaac 
Thompson he is called—cast his vote, he 
lacked only fifteen days of being a cente- 
rarian. He is distinguished as veing the 
oldest man now living in Lee County and 
probably in the State and is certainly the 
cldest voter who appeared at the polls. 
From the farm, four miles east of Steward, 
where. he lives with his son; Gardner W. 
Thompson, he drove through a heavy rain 
to the voting place in town. 

Father Thompson was born Nov. 18, 1796, 
in that part of Pittston, now included in 
Jenkins Township, Luzerne County, Pa. 
He comes of revolutionary stock. His 
grandfather fought in the revolution and his 
two brotHers, John and James, in the war 
of 1812. His long life is filled with memo- 
ries grouped into “ befores” and “ afters,”’ 
for he has watched the march of improve- 
ments and inventions which have material- 
ly altered the conditions of the world.. He 
was brought up among the primitive sur- 
roundings of the pioneer home of his parents 
in his native county. In his early days the 
region possessed neithér railways nor 
canals, and Baston, sixty miles trom his 
home, was the nearest market and depot 
for supplies. The people lived principally 
or entirely on the product of their farms. 
In 1823 he went with a team to help move 
a family to a distant town and on his re- 
turn brought back a load of salt, for which 
he paid six cents a bushel. At that time 
there were only two houses on the site of 
Syracuse, the great salt center. In his 
young manhood anthracite coal was discov- 
ered by Judge Fell of Wilkesbarre, who was 
the first to experiment with it an@ demon- 
strate its usefulness as fuel. , 

Until 1858 Father Thompson lived on the 
homestead, which he inherited from his 
parents. For the five years following he 
made his home in Abingdon, Lackawanna 
County, but at the end of that time he re- 
‘turned and took up his residence in Pitts- 
ton. In 1866 he went to Lee County, IIL, 
where he has lived ever since. His marriage 
to Maria Wilcox, who was born in: Dutchess 
‘County, N. Y., took place in 1818. The 
primitive simplicity in which the family 
lived is something he now looks back upon 
almost with amusement. Mrs. Thompson 
did ail the cooking for the family at an open 
fireplace. She was an adept at carding, 
spinning, and weaving—accompiishments 
much vatued in those days—and her chil- 
dren were clothed in homespun that was the 
product of her own hands. The couple had 
fifteen children, of whom thirteen grew to 
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mAnhood and womanhood. Eight of them 
are still living and one of the daughters 
some years ago celebrated her golden wed 
ding. Their grandchildren reached the 
number of fifty: their great-grandchildren, 
twenty-two, and they have now two great- 
great-grandchildren. 

In his twenty-eighth year Father Thomp- 
son first cast a vote for President, John 
Quincy Adams being his candidate. He is 

‘still hale and hearty and his sight and hear- 
ing are yet good. 

The other old voter, J. C. Mears, whom 
his friends believed to be the oldest voter in 
the State until Father Thompson's claim 
to the honor was made known, has _ap- 
rroached ciosely to the hundred-year mark, 
though. he has not yet passed it. When he 
cast his vote he had started upon the last 
month of his 100th year. He was born Novy. 
298, 1796. Mr. Mears is father-in-law to Col. 
Dan Munn of La Grange Township, a broth- 
er of County Commissioner Munn... sie bears 
his years well and retains ali his 
mind, but years are beginning tsic.] some 
what upon him.

No title which has etood the test of all 
the courts of the land is clearer than that 
of the gatherer of driftwood to that which 
he rescues from the wave. There is a fam- 
ily on West Polk street living in a house 
which the father built entirely of material 
which he picked up in the slips which skirt 
the great lumber yards om the North Bide. 
When a thing once goes into the water and 
is not rescued therefrom by the owner at 
once it becomes by an unwritten law the 
property of the firder. 

The boats which these driftwood-gather- 
ing families use have a bow like that 
of a canal boat, rounded a little, but lack- 
ing symmetry. They are broad of beam, 
and the stern comes abruptly. The craft 
looks as if it ought to be a third again as 
long as it is. 


The father is at the oars; a strapping boy ‘ 


of 14 sits in the bow facing forward and | 
holding a boat hook in his hand. The 
mother, possibly with a babe in her lap, oc- 
cupies a seat between ti 

stern. She wields a: boat hook also, and; 
though one eye is always on her babe, the: 
other enables her to sce many a bit of lum- 
ber which the watchful eyes of the son for- 
ward may ‘have missed. A grown daughter 
or a son, or possibly both, sits in the stern 
and divides the tine between using the boat 
hooks and tying to a ring in the sternpiece 
such pieces of lumber, bundles of laths 
or shingles which are too bulky to be lifted 
into the boat. All the smaller pieces of 
driftwood are stowed away forward and 
amidships,: either for the family use as 
kindling or for piling under a shed until the 
supply is large enough for a profitable sale. 
"Ihe loss from lumber schooners which 
have been overtaken by gales of wind is 
large. Sometimes nearly half of a deck lbad 
goes by the board. These bits of cargo line 
the shores, and it is along the shore when 
a’calm has succeeded a gale that the drift- 
wood gatherer finds his richest harvest. 
A great deal of lumber, some of it valuable, 


drops into the river when vessels are un- 


loaded. It floats away and becomes the 
prey of the family in the boat... The amount 
of lumber which falis from the docks along 
the slips and the river front is much greater 
than one would suppose. The value of an 
individual piece is but little, but in the ag- 
gregate the sum ebtained from the sale 
amounts to much more than a trifle. 

Some of the families who live upon the 
water during the spring, summer, and fall 
stay at home all winter and sell driftwood 
in little packages for kindling purposes. 
There is as much money in this way of sell- 
ing wood as theré-is in selling coal by the 
basket, and many a poor family with not 
enough. money to pay for a month's supply 
of wood at one time pays in the end twice 
as much for the same quantity. This is one 
of the evil effects of buying piecemeal, but 
an evil effect from which the poor have no 
escape. 

A good many years ago there was a drift- 
wood gatherer named Nelson, who saved 
the life of a drunken man who fell from the 
north pier into the river near its junction 
with the lake. Nelson dived for the man 
and succeeded in rescuing him only aftera 
struggle in which he nearly lost his own life. 
The bath in the dirty water had sobered the 
rescued one and he told Nelson to.call at 
the Palmer House in the evening and ask to 
see the gentleman in room No. 147. Nelson 
called and was given $1,000 in cash. He 
stopped -gathering driftwood, put the money 
irito a coal business, and died not long ago, 
leaving his widow and children $110,000. 

It does not necessarily follow-that every 
driftwood gatherer is going to find a fortune, 
but as they all Of them succeed in finding a 
living that is perhaps enough in these hard 
times.

that the art was well advanced even at its 
inception, if this be not a contradiction of 
terms. On the first page of each volume are 
to be found the wo * here begins,’’ which 
are followed by the title of the book. On the 
last page comes the words “ here ends,” and 
the title follows as before. 

An old “ Pilgrim's Progress,” undated, has 
all the margin space throughout fits entire 
length occupied 4! notes made by the suc- 
cessive owners of the book, all of whom were 
apparently pious men, but who varied wide- 
ly, as pious men are likely to, in their ideas of 


{ the proper way to reach heaven. 


Among the other things shown are a doc- 
ument of endowment of a chair in Harvard 
College by Thomas Hollis in the year 1722, 
and a manuscript sermon of Cotton Mather, 
who took his text from second Romans, 
sixteenth chapter, andj second verse. 


E Rare Copies of Bibles. 


There are old and valuable Bibles without 
nuthber in the Probasco collection. 

A splendid Latin Bible, printed on vellum 
by Franz Renner of Heilbrum, bears the 
date 1480, the year in which it was printed 
in Venice. It contains miniatures of the 
prophets and the apostles and beautifully 
illuminated initials at the beginning of the 
chapters. A fragment of a Latin Bible 
printed by Eggstein in Strasburg in 1466 is to 
be seen. 

A Latin Bible, almost priceless, with the 
*‘ glossa’’ of Wallafreid Strabo and the in- 
terlinear commentary of Anselm, occupies 
the place of honor in oneof thecabinets, . It 
was printed prior to the year 1480 in Stras- 
burg by Adolph Ruseh. 7 

There are many beautiful editions of the 
classice printed by the Elzevirs in the seven- 
teenth century. 


Samples of Fifteenth Century Books. 

What Mr. Rudolph calls a splendid monu- 
ment of printing in Roman cheracters is St. 
Augustine’s “De Civitate Dei.” It was 
printed by Sweynhetm and Pannartz in 
Rome in the year 1468. A specimen of Vene- 
tian Gothic printing in the year 1477 is to be 
seen in the Dante of Vendelin de Spira. In 
the year 1466 Ulric Zell of Cologne printed 
an edition of Cicero’s ‘‘ De Amicitia.’’ The 
Newberry Library has a perfect copy of the 
book. St. Isidor’s ‘“‘ Epistola,”’ printed~ in 
Roman type by Gunther Zanier in Augs- 
burg, 1472, is in perfect condition and has 
an extremely curious wood cut, the “‘ Arbor 
Affinitatis.’”’ The Nuremburg Chronicle, a 
work by Coburger, dated 1493, is richly illus- 
trated with wood cuts. Among tne other 
works of this earliest period of printing are 
the constitution of the Paupiri Eremiti of 
Frater Petrus de Pisis, printed by Ray- 
naldus Noviomagiensis in Venice in the year 
1487, Rolevinck's “‘ Fasiculus Temporum,”’ 
and the “ Cathena Evangélia "’ of St. Thom- 
as Aquinas, printed by Coburger in Nurem- 
burg, 1475. olevinck’s work Was a popu- 
lar book of-the age and was often reprinted. 
The St. Thomas Aquinas is beautifully 
illuminated with initials. 

Also Contains Modern Books. 


Among the other works is an original edi- 
tion of bore’s ‘* Dante,”’ published in 1866. 
These modern books are used to show 
the printing as it is today, and, in many 
instances, they are the finest work that 


eraftsmen of the nineteenth century can 


put out. A Church of England prayer-book, 
prepared by William Morris, is a triumph 
of decorative modern printing. 

A curious portion of a volume consists of 
some leaves of an. old Revolutionary army 
account book. It shows receipts signed by 


Peter Du Ponceau, aid-de-camp, for sup- | 


plies received from Baron Stuben. There 
are many curlous things to be seen in the 
new museum at the Newberry Library 
which do not properly come under the head 
of the progress of bookmaking. A financial 
lesson in these days of 16 to 1 thought may 
be learned from bank note No. 2,235,870, 
which is a promise to pay on the part of 
the Bank of John w, otherwise the Louis- 
lana bubble.

Noise will probably be the most stnking 
accompaniment of the Coliseum game. 
When the thousands of Michigan students 
and alumni split their throats yelling ‘“ U. 
of M.! Rah, rah! Rah, rah!’’ and an an- 
swering din of **‘ Chicago! Chicago! Chicago- 
go!’’ comes thundering back from the oppo- 
site side, it is probable that plays without 
signals will be in order and the eleven with 
a series of movements without audible sig- 
nals will be the one having the advantage. 
That the place will reverberate with the 
yelling of the assembled thousands until it 
will be impossible to think, much less to 
talk, seems a foregone conclusion, since al! 
the available supply of tin horns and other 
means of producing noise are being secured 
in advance. 

Arrangements Are Perfect. 

It will be the most perfect arrangement for 
seeing a football game which has ever been 
devised. And what other city besides Chi- 
cago could arrange anything on such a 
gigantic scale? As the teams surge up and 
down the iength of the gridiron carefully 
mapped out on the tanbark their progress 
can be as accurately seen by every one as 
it can by the referee and umpire, who rush 
along beside the contesting lines. Every 
punt which sails through the air will be 
plain to every person in the building, and the 
man who gets under it will be the focus to- 
wards which the thousands of eyes will con- 
verge for the moment. None of the people 
who come inilaie at the ordinary football 
games and are forced to content themselvés 
with a fleeting glimpse of the flying warriors 
will be there, for the game isin the Coliseum 
this year solely for the purpose of being seen, 
One of the chief reasons for holding it there 
instead of on Marshall Field was the fact 
that the crowds could not be suitably accom- 
modated in the grandstands and bleachers 
on the ‘varsity gridiron. 

The side lines are far enough removed 
from the first line of seats to obviate any 
difficulty in seeing the plays, which might 
be hidden from the people in the top rows if 
they. were a little closer.- All these d@etails 
have been carefully studied, and every point 
in the great building offers an advantageous 
point from which to view the game, and so 
the Michigan-Chicago game of 1896 will pass 
into football history as the best and most 
thoroughly viewed conflict waged on a col- 
liege. gridiron. 

It is this spectacular feature which is 
drawing the crowds and which is the cause 
for the tremendous sale of tickets. 

All Can See the Game. 

No less interesting, however, will be the 
other games, and it is likely that the North- 
western-Wisconsin contest will be even 
more interesting as a football game than the 
one at the Coliseum. To those who think 
football under a roof is taking from the col- 
lege sport much of its charm the Evanston 
field will offer the greater attraction. To 
those who wish to see a stubbornly-foughi 
contest involving both East and West in its 
result the Chicago Athletic Association and 
Boston Athletic Association game will be the 
attraction. There is football to suit every- 
body in the city this year and Chicago easily 
secures the title of the football center of the 
West if not of the entire country. 

Special consignments of ribbons of car- 
dinal, maroon, purple, maize, and blue have 
been ordered by the firms of Chicagd in an- 
ticipation of a rush before the games. This 
season has been marked by a greater dis- 
play of colors at the big games than has 
been the case in other years. It will add to 
the scenic effects. To the uninitiated the 
masses of waving colors which change in- 
stantly as the success of the teams change 
is an attractive feature of the football 
games. 7

Many Chrysanthemums Ordered. 

Chrysanthemums have been ordered in im- 
mense quantities from the florists of Chi- 
cago for the occasion. The supply is not 
equal to the demand and several firms have 
been obliged to supplement the local orders 
with calls on outside firms. There are a 
number of orders for the popular flowers 
which: puzzle the dealers. Several loyal 
Michigan alumni and students have ordered 
bunches of half a dozen blue and half a 
dozen yellow chrysanthemums. 

If.a florist could secure a blue chrysanthe- 
mum his fortune would be made, for that has 
been one of the aims of the trade for years, 
and the experts are no nearer securing a blue 
chrysanthemum now. than when they first 
began. Purple chrysanthemums have also 
been ordered by Northwestern students, but 
an approach to this shade can pe secured, 

Another feature which is especially prom- 
inent this year is the rivalry of the college 
fraternities. Seats have been secured in 
lots of fifty by members of the Greek tribes 
of the universities whose elevens are to con- 
test for honors. These bands, which con- 
stitute the leaders of university life, have 
secured boxes at the Coliseum and will go 
in coaches at the Evanston game and will 
vie with each other in the elaborate decora- 
tions of their stations. 

Some elevens make football games. Oth- 
ers make football history, and the elevens 
which will contest in Chicago Thanksgiving 
day, 1896, are of the latter class. The Michi- 
gan game, the first to be helt under a roof, 
may inaugurate a new epoch of football his- 


tory in Chicago. 


Wisconsin’s cardinal will return to Madi- 
son, whether victorious or defeated, having 
helped to make the greatest day for football 
which Chicago has ever seen and one which 
will rival any of the days when the “ Big 
Four ’’ teams have get in their annual con- 
tests in the Hast. 

Chicago a Football Center. 

Boston’s crack eleven will start eastward 
on its home trip, perhaps with a cherry cir- 
cle as a trophy, to tell of Chicago’s great- 
ness as a football town, and the former 
stars of the Eastern teams will have a new 
set of yarns to spin about football. 

The three contests will naturally point to 
Chicago as the place of all others In which 
the championship of the West shall be an- 
nually’ settled, for upon the games to be 
played depends in great part that issue. If 


Northwestern meets defeat Wisconsin has 


Michigan as a rival claimant for the title, 
and already a challenge for a game in Chi- 
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fortunates in the Chicago jails. While the 
thousands are cheering the contestants at 
the Coliseum there will be at work all over 
this great city little bands of people who are 
doing what they can do to relieve suffering 
and to give pleasure. It is a pleasant pict- 
ure this, and it may be well considered an 
open question where the greater happiness 
is to be derived—from the spectacle of ath- 
letic sports on the one hand or from that of 
ministering to those to whom those sports 
are forbidden on the other. 

It was only the other day that many of 
the church people of Chicago feared there 
was to be too much football and too little 
thanksgiving on the coming holiday. If 
those who thus feared will but make the 
rounds of the institutions they will see 
thanksgiving in every countenance, and if 
they will but take the trouble to visit, hap- 
hazard, a dozen of the homes of this city 


cago in-wuch a contingency has been issued. 
If Michigan defeats Chicago there is yet one 
step to a clear title, and in Chicago it will 
probably be settled. 

Although Chicago celebrates Thanksgiv- 
ing day with football games this year, it is 
not by any means'the first time that Chicago 
has furnished some of the best exhibitions of 
football in the country. Good games have 
been played here for a number of years, but 
they were generally in the nature of exhi- 
bition games. i 

It is also an appropriate coincidence that 
the first home of football was the same sec- 
tion of the country from which is derived 
the time-honored custom of eating turkey. 
In New England football, as played by the 
American colleges, was first developed, and 
it was there that the early founders of the 
States killed wild turkeys for their first 
annual feast. 


Changes in the Game. 

Football is not the same game as that 
played a few years ago. It is not recog: 
nized by the veterans as such. It bears the 
difference which years of cultivation have 
given it. To the alumni who left their col- 
leges ten years ago, and the games here next 
Thursday wili stand in strange contrast 
with the ones which they saw when they 
were collegians. 

Every football player who will zo into the 
game Thursday will be armored as com.- 
pletely as were the knights of the middle 
ages. 

Head, mouth, nose, ears, shins, knees, el 
bows, shoulders, and the different portions 
of the body wear heavily padded protecting 
pieces, which render injury of a serious 
nature unlikely. And this is one of the 
things for which many people are thankful. 

The old fierce contests in which injury 
was the rule, not the exception, have been 
legislated out of existence, all of which is 
another reason for thanksgiving. That the 
game is constantly changing for the better 
in the characteristics which tend to render 
it vicious, no one questions, and each yea” 
the experts of former years watch the big 
contests closely for these things and it is 
likely that the three games to be played on 
the gridirons of Chicago will be productive 
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they will find that the true old Thanksgiv-

Thanksgiving will find its way even into 
the poorhouse, and whatever tales may have 
beén told in the past, and however true they 
may have been, touching the ordinary treat- 
ment of the people whom misfortune has 
driven to Dunning, there has never been a 
complaint that the holiday dinners given 
at that institution have not been all that any 
one blessed with even more than a good ap- 
petite could desire. 


People’s Sympathies Quickened. 

There have been published within the fort- 
night in the daily papers of this city stories 
of two families who suffered from that se- 
cretive poverty brought about by pride. In 
the one case the husband of the wife and 
the father of the eight children died of 
starvation within sight of the place where 
thousands of ’creatures are killed daily’that 
the human family may have food. In the

But they will be 
given as much turkey and as many “ fix- 
ings ”’ as will fall to the lot of the patient 
who has paid for the highest priced-room in 
any hospital within the city’s confines. 

At Mercy Hospital the gentle sisters, 
though of the Roman Catholic faith, will 
take to the bedside of the suffering all‘kinds 
of delicacies and dainties in honor of a day 
into whose spirit they can now enter, though 
it was founded years ago by a people inim- 
ical to a degree to their faith. This brings 
something to mind. At the time when the 
Puritan established his Thaksgiving holi- 
day he looked upon the observation of Christ- 
mas as savoring of “ popery, prelacy, and 
idolatry.’”’ Under no circumstances would 


he pay even passing attention totheday. As | 


time went on his spirit broadened and Christ- 
mas all over New England began to be ob- 
served as a day of chureh-going and gift- 
bearing. The Episcopal Church and for a 
long time the Roman Cathplic Church gave 
but little heed to a holiday which. seemed to 
them to belong peculiarly to, what they called 
the narrowness of thesectarian.

When 
Edward Winslow wrote his account of that 
fowling party and of the five deer which 
Massasoit and some of his followers killed 
and which formed the basis of the first New 
England Thanksgiving dinner, he little 
thought of the ultimate far-reaching ¢ffect 
of’ that simple order of the Governor ordain- 
ing the feast. As a result of that homely 
spread there will be joy next Thursday among 
thousands of children in Chicago who have 
never known the care of a parent. Out at 
the HomeYor the Friendless the children will 
have both substantials and delicaéies to re- 
mind them that this is a redletterday. The 
children of the institution have found that 
the name which appears above the door of 
their dwelling place, “* Home for the Friend- 
less’ applied to them only when they were 
outside. Once within they are no longer 
friendless and over a bountiful dinner they 
will, in their childish way, give thanks for a 
sure knowledge of this fact. | 

Reverence for the Day. 

It is perhaps true that Christmas is a 
greater day for work along the lines of 
charity than is Thanksgiving, that is, it Is 
doubtiess greater with the mass of the peo- 
ple.

Earliest Time in Which the Day Was

OME conflict of statement appears 

“{n “historic records as to the date of 
Chicago’s earliest observance of 
Thanksgiving day, but, of the two 

dates given, Nov. 28, 1839, and Nov. 25, 1841, 
the preponderance of testimony gathers 
about’ the earlier. The matter is not one of 
real importance, as the period between and 
including the two dates was marked by 
such a sameness of features and happenings 
that the general reflections of the two days 
must have been almost identical in char- 
acter. 
It should be noted that it was not Illinois 
Governor who took the initial step in Chris- 
tian civilization of.setting apart the last 
Thursday in November for thanksgiving 
and family rejoicing. Possibly the custom 
tvas too clearly Yankee in its origin to com-

the inaugural one of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
One of the curious repetitions of history 
forces itself upon the attention—namely: 
that both Pilgrims and Chicagoans chose 
for a public recognition of mercies a time in 
their history when to the casual view mercies 
seemed most withheld. 


Themes for Consideration. 


It will be of interest to note some of the 
themes which engaged the thoughts of Chi- 
cagoans on that faraway Thanksgiving day. 
The mature of mind surely fell‘into retros- 
pection. The20Qyears. between Champlain's 
entry into the St. Lawrence and Capt. 
Whistler’s mooring at the mouth of Chicago 
Creek were probably passed over as too 
remote to furnish points for practical 
thanksgiving. The résumé would naturally 
go back one generation—to the rehabilitation 
of Fort Dearborn in 1816. Citizens could 
recall from this interval many occasions for 
congratulation and thankfulness, The Win- 
nebago scare and the Black Hawk War had 
left them untomahawked; floods had come 
and they had not been drowned; cholera and 
fever had stricken down hundreds, but they 
still lived; fire had rolled around them, but 
they had walked through it; and, with bot- 
tomless pits everywhere yawning to the 
peril of city transit, no oné had been drawn 
downward beyond redemption. Theré was 
first the pioneer Presbyterian Church, a 
child of Fort Dearborn. And now every- 
where spires were rising, regardless of 
swamps and “ hard times.”” There was also 
an abundant provision in the matter of edu- 
cation, the city having seven. district head- 
quarters. And all teachers were, by a public 
edict, ‘‘ compelled to perform their duties to 
the satisfaction of all; concerned.” ‘There 
was a devout cause for thanksgiving on the 
part of trustees and parents. And grateful 
feelings must have been heightened by the 
refiection that such unparalleled’ service 
could be secured at reasonable rates—$400 
a year for a man and $200 for a woman. 
There were private schools for young women 
and a classical school for boys. 

Thankful for Chicago’s Progress. 

Young and old alike must have considered 
that Thanksgiving day the progress their 
little.city was making. The charter of 1837 
had been promptly. followed .by a general 
collapse, but there were some things to be 
buoyant over. For instance, how securely 
they could lie down to sleep in their wooden 


*houses with such “laws and ordinances” 


in force as these: 
“Sec. 34. Every dwelling-house or other 
building containing one fireplace or stove 


shall have one good painted leathern fire 


bucket, with the initials of the owner’s name 
painted thereon, etc. 

** Sec. 86. Every occupant of any building 
shall keep the aforesaid fire bucket in the 
front hall of said building, etc.” 

There was probably rejoicing that day over 
a distinct municipal adyance, the near-at- 
hand issue of Chicago’s ffirst directory. 
Everybody knew just where everybody lived, 
but to have the houses on Lake street num- 
bered, and 277 firms and individual citizens 
recorded in type, was a matter for innocent 
congratulation. 

Real estate was not at this time in much 
demand, but there was an occasional “ sail 
of lots ’’—a statement which, considering the 
lacustrine nature of the general! soil, seems 
credible. It was in this year, 1839, that a 
plat was made of the Fort Dearborn addi- 
tion to the City of Chicago and a piece of 
land between Randolph and Madison streets 
reserved from sale, ‘‘ to be forever vacant 
of buildings.’’ 

If the framers of this decree could have 
foreseen that, before the century closed, a 
massive building would calmly occupy the 
area reserved to eternal vacancy, the mock- 
ery of their deeply laid plan might have 
vexed their Thanksgiving musings. 

Nothing seemed to call for more sincere 
rejoicing than the efficiency then reached 
by the postal system. Since the days when 
Carrier McKee brought one mail per month 
from Fort Wayne there had inteed been 
progress. As his pony could carry nothing 
but the mail bag—well! filled both in the out- 
going and the incoming trip, it was Mr. 
McKee’s custom to cut down each evening 
a “tree for the anima! to browse upon during 
the night, and to shoot some game for his 
own sustenance. It was a simple postal ar- 
rangement, quite superior to inns and al- 
most so to income. 

Chicago had then no postoffice, but one 
soon started up at the corner of South Water 
and Lake streets. Here people could help

Some of those who mused in 
1839 may have recalled in a thankful way 
the curfew gun which Assistant Postmaster 
Bates was wont to fire at the safe hour of 
a m. from the north door of the log post- 
office. 


Some Permanent Blessings. 


The final exit of the Pottawatomies was 
recent enough to be vividly remembered by 
every one above five years of age: and over 
it there was a general chanting of the 
Te Deum. The Pottawatomies had not been 


pleasant neighbors; but they had at last sold 


their Illinois and Wisconsin lands, com- 
prising 20,000,000 of acres, for a pile of 
trinkets, a little money, and some of their 
white brothers’ whisky, and, sinning and 
Sinned against, had gone forever. With 
them had disappeared ‘“‘ the Sauganash,”’ 
Billy Caldwell, from his home, on the cor- 
ner of Chicago avenue and State street, and 
with him had ambled away the two red 
roans, whose bells had long been a familiar 
sound in North Side pastures, 

Another Thanksgiving theme of this period 
was the peace concluded, after lively war- 
fare,, between the North and South Sides. 
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No doubt thanks were returned for this in 
the churches. It’ must be known that the 


North Side had from the first record of Chi- 


cago’s history taken advantage of the South 
Side, usurping the site of the first house, 
and following this up with warehouses, 
stores, residences, and the leadership of so- 
ciety. All these things the South Side had 
resented in passive hostility until a decree of 
the City Council seemed to open the way for 
active measures. This decree proclaimed 
the Dearborn street drawbridge—Chicago’s 
one bridge—unsafe for further use. The 
South Side rejoiced: but, fearing that the 
Counctl might revoke the decree at the next 
meeting, it went that night and mercilessly 
cut down the old bridge. 


Other Mercies of the Time. = ; 

Among the mercies counted that day were 
various forms of social pleasure: It wasa 
period of great informality, of a free inter- 
change of Christfan name?’ on the street and 
confidential talks over garden fences. Mer- 
chants enjoyed games of checkers between 
the calls of customers, occasional concerts 
were given, even a theater, calling itself 


| “the Rialto,”” had started up in this era 


of depression. And the newspaper spirit 


was alive. The Chicago Democrat had for 


é= 


six years made a weekly appearance—unless 
the weather was cold; and a rival had arisen, 
the Daily American. There was also the 
lighthouse to be thankful for, and some 
harbor improvements, and a little stretch 
of canal work.. There were charitable souls 
to be proud of ahd to commend to heaven, 
as, for.example, the Mayor of that year, 
Benjamin W. Raymond, who had given his 
entire salary ($1,000) to the sufferers from 
canal cholera. But the blessing which was 
the most conspicuous in the lot of Chicago’s 
citizens in 1839 was irrepressible hope. 
Drought, fever, and fire had visited them, 
but they had not been consumed; and, natu- 
rally enough, the eScape made them feel 
practically immortal. They must have been 
thankful for what Chicago was going, some- 
time, to Be.

NEW USE FOUND FOR OLD WISHBONES 


Bought of Consumers of Fowls, They 
Are Decorated and Employed in 
Making Fancy Articles. 


What will become of the bones of the 100,- 
000 turkeys which this city will consume 
next Thursday is a question which may well 
cause tne inquiring mind to pause. And not 
merely the bones of the turkeys, but those 
also of the coveys of partridge and prairie 
chicken, the flocks of plover, snipe, and quail, 
and the whole coops full of domestic fowls 
which will be picked on that day—where do 
they go? At the large restaurants they first 
make soup—but then? 

There is an industry just coming to the 
front which will solve a portion of this al- 
most impossible problem. It is the sale of 
wishbones for decorative and sentimental 
purposes. A Rhode Island firm was the first 
to see the possibilities in the trade, and is 


now pushing its*business even as far West 


as Kansas City. This year for the first time 
it will account for the destinations of many 


of the neckguards of the numerous fowls 
eaten in Chicago, and thus it willsave many 


wishes from going to waste. 

This curious firm buys wishbones in thou- 
sand lots. It sends all over the country to 
the soup-canning cstablishments, the large 


restaurants, and to the more important*ho- 
tels, seeking supplies of the larger and more 


conventional-shaped wishbones. . So, when 
the other débris of the cooked fowls departs 
for the waste heaps and garbage boxes there 
is one bone which is left behind and has still 
a history to fulfill. 

After their arrival in the Rhode Island 
store the wishbones undergo many changes 
in appearance. They are cleaned, scraped, 


dried, and painted. Then they are worked 
up into all sorts of. fancy goods, possessing 


on account of their sentimental value as 
bringers of good luck a ready: selling power.

If we go back in the history of the 
race we find that among the most ancient na- 
tions there was an autumn feast which 


; corresponded to our Thanksgiving, just as 


there was a spring feast which corresponded 
to our Easter. These feasts were originally 
nature feasts and were celebrated even with 
sensual rites. In those nations, however, in 
which there came to exist a strong and high 
conception of God the feasts were more or 
less denaturalized—that fs, changed from 
nature feasts into feasts celebrating some 
historical event. 

In our own country we associate Thanks- 
giving day with the work of our Puritan 
forefathers; and it is not true that the spirit 
of the day has essentially changed. With 
their conception of God Thanksgiving day 
was observed with rigidity, in feasting and 
in prayer. The thought of God, however, 
has been modified and feelings of thanksgiv- 
ing are expressed today in many different 
ways. 

Is it sacrilege that the day should be cele- 
brated with athletic sports? By no means, 
Men and women whose lives are full of care 
and anxiety may well spend a portion of the 
day in a kind of enjoyment which has found 
its proper place in the history of mankind 
from the earliest ages. Physical contests 
are to be encouraged, however, not merely 
because of the enjoyment which they afford 
the spectators. There its something in them 
still. higher and nobler. Their influence 
upon all sides is purifying and stimulat'ng. 
There may be ubuses connected with them, 
but these must be reduced to a minimum, 
and as such they must not be permitted to 
influence us against a phase of life which 
always has been, is, and always will be 
useful. It would, in my opinion, be unfortu- 
nate if athletic sports should occupy atten- 
tion, too largely on our historic Thanksgiv- 
ing day. The times have not altogether 
changed, and it is still a duty imposed upon 
men by God himself, a duty assumed by 
every man who recognizes the existence of 
God, ,to render.at appropriate time and in 
appropriate way the thanksgivings of his 
heart to the supreme being who creates and 
sustains the world; who directs and controls 
human history; who loves and blesses hu- 
manity. , 

Let us try to realize that it is not merelya 
conventional thing to render thanks to the 
supreme being. Let us cultivate the char- 
acteristic of gratitude, and to do this it is 
necessary there should be epecial times and 
apeervann ee for its expression and exhibi- 
tion. 

May I add the thought that after all the 
best method for the cultivation of gratitude 
in one’s own heart is to do something for 
one’s fellow-men which will arouse in their 
hearts this same feeling of gratitude? This 
is the truest and perhaps the most direct 
method of expressing to God himself our 
gratitude for what he has done in our be-

ence and give thanks therefor. <A public 
Thanksgiving day, set apart for this pur- 
pose, seems therefore most fitting and well 
calculated to promote public and’ private 
morglity and virtue in the broadest sense of 
those terms. : : 

The method of observance in the past, pres- 
ent, and future must ever vary with the 
spirit of the times and with the temperament 
and character of the individuals concerned: 
the spirit alone can remain the same. I be- 
lieve in the essential and positive advance- 
ment from year to year and decade to decade 
of everything that is beneficial and good, and 
that truth and right will ultimately-prevail. 
The method of observing Thanksgiving day 
must, therefore, as an element of human 
society, improve with it and become more 
and more rational in its method of observ- 
ance. I cannot believe that this day is set 
apart solely for those who profess some dis- 
tinctive religious faith, and that it can only 
be properly observed in houses dedicated to 
religious worship. It wil, as it seems tome, 
with the development of religious liberty in 
its broadest sense, becéOme a day to be eb- 
served not only in churches, but by individ- 
uals, families, and civic and secular societies 
in their respective houses or other places 
of meeting, in the company and companion- 
ship of relatives and friends, in a spirit of 
good will towards and good fellowship with 
all men and thanksgiving to God, apart from 
any distinctive religious belief. Indeed, to 
a large extent, we have already reached this 
condition of society. In accordance with 
this belief nothing should be inconsistent 
with the observance of this day which is not 
inconsistent with the peace and good order 
of society and which promotes and cements 
the social virtues and makes men and womep 
better members of society. 

The observance of the day must ever vary 
with the spirit of the times. I can see noth- 
ing irreligious or irreverent in athletics. A 
sound mind in a sound body is doubtless the 
greatest of all temporal blessings. No di- 
vine command requires the day to be ob- 
served in self-mortification and abasement. 
believe that the ideal method of observance 
should combine religious and social observ- 
ances, athletics, and all lawful and proper 
amusements—in fact, everything that a 
sound and well constituted mental and moral 
nature in a sound body would naturally 
prompt a good man or woman to do as best 
testifying to a sense of well-being and well- 
doing an@ gratitude therefor. Every one 
must settle this question for himself.

It is only since 1863 that 
the day has been a national day; no wonder 
therefore that its traditional character is 
not as fixed for the West as for the home 
place of its observance. 

Thoughtful people will see the impor- 
tance in the national life of so sweet a day, 
and with the good sense of which we are 
proud we may expect from year to-year a 
still more rational and useful expenditure 
of its hours. It would seem most obviously 
proper that the religious elements of the 
community should obey in the morning the 
call to conor and praise. But there is ev- 


ery reason\¥for hailing the outdoor character 
of the rest*of the day as an omen of good. 
It is not a day simply for eating. The Amer- 
ican people are not either gluttons or gour- 
mands, and the family walk or spin on a 
wheel, the merry outdoor game, or even 
more exciting football contest should be on 
a plane of family participation; thus extrav- 
agances will be checked in time. The 
amusements that families partake in retain 
easily their innocent character. 

Then comes the family evening. Its cir- 
cle may well be widened for lonely ones. 
Joyous simplicity is the’ sweetest note of 
such a gathering. Memory then plays her 
part, and absent ones are recalled in lov- 
ing.tenderness. We have in Thanksgiving 
day a new national chord of which we may 
well be proud, whose vibrations will echo 
the heart-stirrings of the best moments of 
gur national life. Well may we give thanks 
that we are a Nation. Sectionalism, local 
jealousies, and bitterness need only display 
themselves to be crushed under the growing 
sense of a splendid national life. And one 
central feature of that life will be the re- 
curring call to joy and thanksgiving. The 
ideal day will then be a quiet morning of 
worship and song, an afternoon devoted 
to family outdoor life, amid the bracing 
wintry. winds, and then to crown ali the 
warm family circle, made more joyous by 
the sharing in its cheer of those whose lot 
in life is cast in more of solitude. 

This will ever be a good day to recount 
the national mercies of the past; to remem-

And noble use of the day will be made 
when the eye looks forward with loving 
hope to the glorious future in store for 
faithful generations growing up under the 
Stars and Stripes. The anthem of praise 
will quicken every resolve to faithfully 
serve our day and generation, and may well 
be the keynote to many a life instinct with 
that genius whith is the fruitage and the 
harvest of national endeavor.

garnered, there is no doubt that the biblical 
precept, more than any other motive, was 
primary in the minds of the Puritan cocl- 
onists when they, in order to acknowledge 
in due and solemn measure the favors of 
kind Providence, from time to time setapart 
a day for giving thanks to the author of all 
good things. Whathad been a New England 
custom has come to be a national institution. 
Tradition and usage require that religious 
ceremony mark the occasion. It werea pity 
if this characteristic feature of the day were 
to lapse into “ innocuous desuetude.” But 
as religion is a matter of sentiment and 
temperament and never of authoritative 
command, and official proclamations by 
Presidents and Governors, no protest against 
the progressive secularization of the day will 
avail. For as now regarded by the Amer- 
ican people, Thanksgiving day is not an ex- 
clusively religious holiday. The President 
and the Governors have no right to ordain 
religious festivals. If the church is afraid 
that other attractions deplete the congrega- 
tion of worshipers, and for this reason asks 
that it alone have the monopoly of the 
people’s attention on Thanksgiving day, it 
proves that its own rites and ceremonies are 
not of the proper kind. Let the religiously 


inclined, both in the pulpits and the pews, 
claim merely’ what ts clearly their due, to be 
allowed to observe the day as they desire, 


but let them not refuse to others the same 
privilege. Herbert Spencer displayed a deep 
knowledge of our wants when he warned us 
against laying too great an emphasis on the 
gorpel of work and too little on that of rest. 
The weekly Sabbath in this country will 
for many generations to come retain pre- 


dominantly the character of a day too holy 
to be given over to the lighter moods of 
joy. At least officially this will be the case, 
although the change of opinion and the 


relaxation of prejudice in this direction dur- 
ing the last two decades has been most 
marked For this reason one should wel- 
come with approval the general drift away 
from church austerity, and even exclusively 
religious symbolism in our mode of cele- 
brating Thanksgiving day. 

Family reunions, gatherings at the home 
fireside, have been a feature of the day's 
observance. The remembering of the un- 


| fortunate and sufferers in public and benevo- 


lent institutions has also been another most 
pleasing incident in the day’s general good 
cheer. Let in addition to these now—as in- 
deed already is the case—the day vest itself 
in the beauty of a genuine national holiday, 
full of suggestions of patriotism and con- 
secrated to those things which tend to 
deepen rationally our national conscious- 


ness. ; 

Athletic games hold in the company 
of those agencies which make for the 
nobler things a place far in front. A 
good God will delight in a joyful, manly 
people and accept the shout of victory won 
in manly contest asa thanksoffering. There 
is a time for everything; a time to pray and 
a time to play. The true way of observing 
Thanksgiving is to open the gates to all 
that is ennobling.

Thanksgiving day is

versity. they are not going 
to give up the observance of either Wash- 
ington’s birthday, the Fourth of July, Deco- 
ration-day, or Thanksgiving day. We may 
expect that Thanksgiving day will be ob- 
served until the people have lost their faith 
in God, and if they should ever lose their 
faith in him we may expect the American 
republic to become a thing of the past not 
long thereafter. The history of the observ- 
ance of the day shows that the idea has 
commended itself to. our people, and that 
the institution is to abide with us in the 
coming years. 

Thanksgiving day originated with the Pil- 
grims at Plymouth in 1621, and for two cen- 
turies its observance was peculiar to the 
New England States, although it gained 
some recognition in the Middle States dur- 
ing the Revolution. From these States it 
extended gradually to the other States. In 
1863 President Lincoln appointed the Jast 
Thursday of November “ as a day of thanks- 
giving and praise to our beneficent father 
who dwelleth in the heavens.” The practice 
which had hitherto been local, now became 
national, and we have ever since had a na- 
tional Thanksgiving day. In its origin 
Thanksgiving day was a period of recrea- 
tion as well as of thanksgiving.”* The first 
thanksgiving festival, that of 1621, appointed 
by Gov. Bradford, lasted for several days. 
Religious services opened each day with- 
out doubt, but these were followed by a 
round of amusements. To be sure their 
amusements were the simple, rustic amuse- 
ments of the times, and not those to which 
we are today accustomed. But the material 
point is that orignially ft was not exclusively 
a religious festival, and I feel free to say 
that 1 do not agree with those who think 
that it ought to be converted into a strictly 
religious festival. 

We ought not to forsake the assembling of 
ourselves together.in the churches on that 
day, but having cohscientiously performed 
that duty, it is a mistake to assume that 
the rest of the day is to be observed as 
though it were Sunday. Recreation and 
amusements of the right kind are a neces- 
sity, and they are not to be frowned upon 
as something inconsistent with the highest 
type of morality and manhood. And the 
days in which we can best Indulge in recrea- 
tion and amusement are the holidays. But 
good people everywhere ought to insist, and 
they will insist, that those amusements be 
not permitted to encroach upon the religious 
side of Thanksgiving day. The universities 
are not likely to forbid the playing of foot- 
ball on that day, but for them to allow these 
games to be played at a time which con- 
flicts with the church services peculiar to 
the day ought not to be permitted. The 
thing itself would be wrong, and would prop- 


erly give great offense to the Christian senti- 
ment of our land. :

A special representative of the _ex- 
cursion company will go along with the 
train as manager, and will attend to every 
detail which has a suspicion of business in 
it. Arrived in New York City late on Fri- 
day evening, the party will at once board the 
ferries and go straight to the steamboat, 
ready for the start on Saturday morning. 

The Thingvalla line will furnish the steam- 
boat transportation to the north countries. 
On its ships a special set of arrangements 
is made for this class of traffic, and every 
thing in reason is done for the éxcursion- 
ists. All these travelers ‘will go steerage, 
whether they are worth in worldly goods 
little or much. It is one of the curious traits 
of the race, and it is evident especially on 
the holiday excursions, when many Scandi- 
navians of considerable means take the 
trip.

10 MAKE TRACKS SMOOTH 


NOVEL INSPECTION CAR ON SOUTH 
SIDE STREET CAR LINES. 


It Tells in Dollars and Cents What 
Each Imperfection in the Rails Is 
Costing the Operating Company 
and Whether It Will Pay te Renew 
the Roadbed—Is to Prove a Great 
Factor in Procuring Pablic Com- 
fort—Is a Novelty. “Say Eee

CURIOUS little contrivance in the 

way of a street car has been travel- 

ing around for the last tw eks over 

the streets of the South Side of the 
city, to the great wonder and amusement of 
the people who happened to be along the 
thoroughfares at the time. In looks it re- 
sembles most a hand car on a steam railroad, 
but its finishings are of fine hard wood, and 
it-is resplendent in a new coat of paint, look- 
ing so costly and carefully built that it is 
evidently some apparatus of considerable 
value. But it is so totally unlike anything 
ever before seen on a street car track that 
those interested spectators who have seen it 
hurrying along in tow of a team of horses 
or a motor car have given it up as a hopeless 
puzzle. 

This anomaly in street cars belongs to the 
Chicago City railway company; which has 
recently constructed it as an experiment. 
It is the only one of its kind on earth, as it 
is the invention of Supt. M. K. Bowen. Small 
and insignificant as the little vehicle looks, 
it is proving of the greatest importance, sinee 
it is the chief track inspector of the whole 
South Side railroad system. After it makes 
a trip over the line of raj it tells in dollars 
and cents just how much, the company can 
afford to expend in repairing the roadbed— 
information which the best trackman that 
ever existed can only approximate. More 
than that, when new pieces of road are just 
finished and it is desired to know whether 
they come up to specifications and guaran- 
tees, all that is requiged to decide the mat- 
ter, instead of the old method of sending 


over the track, is to take the little flat car 
for a flying trip down the line and the whole 
matter is recorded on a piece of paper ready 
for future reference. 


Its Reason for Being. 


The history of how this little craft came 
to be is interesting. People connected with 
street railroads say one of the most difficult 
things to determine in their business is the 
question whetherjor not a track should. be 
rebuilt, whether the company is losing 
money by not relaying it, whether it should 
have been renewed before or in the future, 
This question came up in an aggravated 
case a short time ago concerning the State 
street cable line. At the time the problem 
became most annoying, Supt. Bowen and 
his head trackmaster took a trip over the 
road and decided it did need a new 
track. But neither felt perfectly satisfied 
of the fact.

Two Women Call a Quarrel Over Bf- 
cycles Childish and Get Mixed 
on Chafing Dishes. 
We cannot all see ourselves as others see 
us and perhaps it is just as well for some of 
us that it is impossible. However, two 
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CHICAGO CITY RAILWAY’S NEW TRACK INSPECTOR. 


Bowen began to cast about for some way 
to prove it would pay his company to put 
in new rails on State street. Finally he hit 
on the scheme of running a heavy car over 
the line and measuring the amount of force 
it required to draw it. Then he tried the 
same car on a piece of new and level track 
and compared results. When the figuring 
was all done he found new rails in State 
street would save in twelve years both 
principal and interest on $290;000, or that 
such an amount could be expended without 
loss in laying a new line. As the new track, 
when put in, actually cost about $60,000 
this experiment was conclusive. 

This convinced Mr. Bowen of the value of 
a special car, designed not alone to show 
hew much power was required in pulling 
it, but also to register all variations in levels 
and gauge of the track over which it was 
run. The result of considerable thinking on 
his part and that of his mechanical engi- 
neer, W. G. Price, is the present indicator 
car, which in the future is expected to do 
more for the comfort and ease of Chicagoans 
who ride on street cars than any other one 
invention in recent years. 

The new head of the track inspection de- 
partment is a little platform ten feet long 
and eight feet wide, mounted on an ordinary 
single truck. Between the axles of the car- 
riage run another pair of wheels which are 
connected with the instruments. These lat- 
ter are merely recording arms touching a 
roll of paper which runs in a box on the top 
of the platform. The paper moves at a rate 
of one foot for éach 1,000 feet of track cov- 
ered. In use the arms write theirtrecords 
on the unwinding scroll of paper and show 
the exact state of each foot of track passed 
over. Five continuous curves are shown at 
once, giving differences in the height of 
the two rails, the force required to draw the 
car, the high and low spots in the outer and 
inner rails, and the variations in gauge. 

Records in Dollars and Cents. 


The feature of this record made of the 
track is the fact that it is put down. in dollars 
and cents. After getting acquainted with 
the operation of the machine a person look- 
ing at the jagged curves it makes car tell 
just what each bad joint and variation in 
gauge costs the street carcompany. When 
that amount is greater than the cost of re- 
pairs, the repairs are made. And it not only 
shows when renovation is necessary, it tells 
also just what is the nature of the defect to 
be remedied. 

This car has been making trips recently 
over the South Side street car lines, but 
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largely for experiment so far. Next spring, 
when the season for track improvement be- 
gins, it will make a thorough inspection of 
the entire 190 miles of track ownéd by the 
company. Regular patrons on the South 
Side linés already know some particular 
stretches of rail which sadly need its pres- 
ence, where a trip in the electric cars is 
like a ride in a rowboat in a rough sea. But

‘BISHOP SAW THE CZAR. 


SATTERLEE SENT TO SEEK AID FOR 
PERSECUTED ARMENIANS. _

“Prayer of the Righteous Availeth 
Much "~The Bishop of Washington 
Chosen to Bear a Petition Repre- 
senting All Denominations of En- 
Slish-Speaking Protestants — Had 
Private Audiences with the Caar, 
Czarina, and the Czar’s Mother. 


EW YORK, Nov. 19.—By Permission 
of Bishop Satterlee of Washington, 
formerly Rector of Calvary Epis- 
copal Church, this city, the facts 
concerning a mission of greatest inter- 
est with which he was intrusted dur- 
ing the last summer are now for the 
first time made public. The American 
Bishop paid a visit as a representative of 
Protestant bodies of all creeds in this coun- 
try and Great Britain to the Czar of Russia, 
to whom he presented a petition imploring 
his interposition in behalf of the Armenians 
in Turkey. It was deemed prudent, in order 
that there should be no undue haste in mak- 
ing public the circumstances of the case, 
that nothing be said about it at the time. 

The movement in behalf of the unfortunate 
Armenians, which culminated in the. pre- 
sentation of a memorial to the Czar, began 
last February, when the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States joined in an address to the principal 
powers of Europe asking them to take action 
concerning the massacres and persecutions 
of Armenian Christians. At the same time 
the Bishops addressed a petition to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the late Lord Benson, 
praying fer the help of the Church of 
England and for his influence with the gov- 
ernments of Europe. The address to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury said: 

Speak for the Persecuted. 

“ We, Bishops of the Protestant, Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, 
having learned with deep sorrow the de- 
plorable and continuous persecution of our 
fellow-Christians in Asiatic Turkey, do here- 
by appeal to your Grace in their behalf. Is 
it not possible for us, laying aside at this 
crisis all questions political, international or 
commercial, to rise to the higher plane of 
earnest, sympathetic action, that a stop may 
be put to the horrible massacres of Armeni- 
an Christians? ‘If one member suffer all 
the members suffer with it.’ It is evident, 
from careful analysis of the causes and 
reasons of this determined assault, that the 
real object of it isqthe destruction of the 
Church in Armenia by the slaying of all who 
refuse to give allegiance t6 Islam. It is, 
therefore, a distinctively religious persecu- 
tion, and the number of martyrs already 
sacrificed is greater than in any persecutions 
of the early church. 

‘“*It would seem—considering the ferocity 
of the cruel attack upon our brethren in 
Armenia, the awful suffering they are endur; 
ing, the fact that the offer is made to these 
Christians that their lives shall be spared if 
they renounce their faith—that a crusade 
supported by Christians the world over 
would be truly ‘warranted. We therefore 
respectfully and lovingly plead with your 
Grace that for Christ’s sake, for the sake 
of his religion, you interpose the weight of 
your office and influence to succor and de- 
fend this afflicted and persecuted branch of 
the Christian Church. May we not ask that 
the great Church of England, through her 
episcopate, shall take decisive action that 
our suffering fellow-Christians may find not 
only ready sympathy but speedy deliverance 
from their foes.’’ 


Seek Aid from the Czar. 


Perhaps no appeal in the interest of hu- 
manity ever bore the names of so many per- 
sons of distinction in the religious world as 
this petition to Nicholas II. in behalf of 
the Armenians. There were appended to 
it the signatures of eighty Bishops of the 
American Episcopal Church, twenty-one 
Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
the Secretary of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Secre- 
taries of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, the Secre- 
taries of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, the President of the Baptist con- 
vention, and the Secretary of the Evangel- 
ical Alliance for the United States. 

The list of European names was even 
much larger, embracing forty-two Bishops 
of the Church of England and suffragan and 
colonial Bishops, seven doctors and profes- 
sors in Cambridge and Oxford Universities, 
seven Bishops of the Episcopal Church in 
Scotland, six Bishops of the Church of Ire- 
land, the Moderator and ex-Moderator of 
the Church of Scotland, the Moderator and 
others of the Free Church of Scotland, the 
Moderator and others of the United Pres- 
byterian Church, Scotland; the Moderator 
and others of the Presbyterian Church of 
England, the Moderator of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland, and the Moderator of the 
Welsh Presbyterian Church. 

At the request of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Bishop Satterlee, who was then trav- 
eling abroad, consented to. be the bearer of 
the petition to the Czar. Many were 
skeptical as to the probability that the Em- 
peror wou!d receive the bearer of the peti- 
tion or listen to the prayer of the petitioners. 
But Bishop Satterlee proceeded to St. Peters- 
burg, and, although Czar Nicholas was fully 
apprised of the object of his mission, he was 
most cordially received, as he tells the sign- 
ers of the petition in this official report of 
his visit: ~ 


In Behalf of the People. 

“Your petition was presented by the Bish- 
op of Washington to theif Majesties, the 
Emperor and Empress, at a private audience 
on Aug. 5, and your messenger was gracious- 
ly accorded another audience with the Em- 
peror’s mother on Aug. 7. He explained at 


the name of any country or international 
diplomacy, but simply and only in the name 
of and in behalf of millions of ‘Christian 
believers who were sorrow-stricken at the 
sufferings of their fellow-Christians in the 
East. He added that when the memorial 
was prepared the subscribers were not 
uware that the orthodox Christians of Asia 
Minor and elsewhere were suffering the 
same kind of persecution as that visited 
upon Armenta. For this reason the Ar- 
mefnians alone were named in the petition. 
Had the truth been known the sympathies 
of the whole Christian people of Great Brit- 
ain, Ireland, and America would have been 
as warmiy enlisted and their appeal as 
earnest in behalf of all other suffering 
Christians in the Turkish Bmpire. 

‘The Bishop came home with the convic- 
tion that God himself had inspired and 
blessed the memorial, whatever its results 
may be. Although no response was made to 
the subject matter of the petition, and no 
manner of promise made, he feels that as 
he went in the name of Christ so he was re- 
ceived. He gave the assurance to those to 
whom the memorial was addressed that the 
petition had been preceded and would be 
followed by the prayers of the signers. And 
he now, therefore, most earnestly invokes 
the latter to remember in daily intercession 
those who are suffering for Christ’s name in 
the East, and to pray that Christ himself will 
grant to all who can rescue or relieve these, 
our suffering fellow-Christians, that they 
may perceive and know what things they 
ought to to, and also may have grace and 
power faithfully to fulfill the same.”
